W a s h i n g t o n , D ecem ber 4 th .— Follow ing is the 
full te x t of th e P resident's message, read in Con­ 
gress to -d a y : 


To th e Congress of th e U nited S tates : 
A t th e 
threshold of yo u r deliberations I congratulate you 
upon th e favorable aspect of th e dom estic and for­ 


eign affairs of th e G overnm ent, and ou r relations 
w ith o ther nations. We continue to be on a friendly 
footing w ith th e 
A rgentine 
Republic, Belguim , 
Brazil, D enm ark, H uyti, Italy, San Domingo aüd 
Sweden and Norway. 
No incident has occurred 
w hich calls for special com m ent. 
The recent open­ 
ing of new lines of telegraphic com m unication w ith 
C entral A m erica and Brazil perm itted th e in te r­ 
change of m essages of friendship w ith th e Govern­ 
m ents of those countries. 


TREATIES PR0CLAI3IED. 
D uring th e year there have been perfected and 
proclaim ed Consular and com m ercial treaties w ith 
Servia, and a C onsular tre aty w ith R oum ania, th u s 
extending intercourse w ith th e D anube countries, 
w hile our E astern relations have been upon a wide 
basis by treaties w ith Corea and M adagascar. 
The 


dcw boundary survey treaties w ith Mexico, the 
Trade8m ark 
C onvention, 
a 
supplem entary 
tre aty of extradition w ith Spain and a Convention 
extending th e du ratio n of the F rancc-A m erican 
Claims Com m ission, have also been proclaim ed. 
N otice of th e term ination of th e fisheries articles of 
th e T reaty of W ashington was duly given to th e 
British G overnm ent, and th e ir protocol decreeing 
th e privilege and exem ptions of th e treaty will ac­ 


cordingly close on Ju ly 1 ,18S5. 
The fisheries indus­ 
try , pursued by a num erous class of our citizens on 
th e northern coasts, both of th e A tlantic and Pa­ 
cific oceans, are w orthy of th e fostering of Con­ 
gress. 
W henever brought into com petition w ith 
like industries of o th er countries, o u r fisherm en, as 
we'l as our m anufacturers of fishing appliances and 
preparers of fish products, have m aintained a fore­ 
m ost place. 
1 eu rg est th a t Congress create a Com­ 
m ission to consider th e question of our rig h ts in 
th e fisheries, and the m eans of opening to ou r citi­ 
zens, un Ter ju s t and euduring conditions, th e richly- 
stocked fishing w aters and sealing grounds of B rit­ 
ish and Russian N orth America. 


ASSISTED IMMIGRATION. 
The question has arisen touching th e deportation to 
th e U nited S tates from th e British Islands, by gov- 
erm ental or m unicipal aid, of persons unable th ere 
to gain a living, and equally a burden on th e com ­ 
m unity here. 
Such of these persons as come under 
th e pauper class, as defined by th e law, have been 
sent back, in accordance w ith th e provisions of our 
statu tes. 
H er M ajesty’s G overnm ent has insisted 
th a t precautions have been taken before shipm ent, 
b u t these have, how ever, in som e ci-ses, proven in­ 
effectual, an d especially so in recent instances of 
need}* em igrants reaching our territo ry th ro u g h 
Canada, th a t a revision of our legislation upon this 
subject m ay be deem ed advisable. 
Correspondence 
relative to th e C layton-B ulw er T reaty has been con­ 
tinued, and will he laid before Congress. 


AMERICAN HOG PRODUCTS ABROAD. 
The legislation of F rance against the im portation 
of prepared swine products from th e U nited S tates 
has been íepealed. 
T hat result has been due no lees 
to th e friendly representations of th is G overnm ent 
than to any grow ing conviction in France th a t the 
restriction is not dem anded by any real danger to 
health. 
G erm any still prohibits the introduction of 
swine pnxPucts from Am erica. 
I extended to th e 
Im perial G overnm ent a friendly invitation to send 
experts to th e U nited S tates to inquire w hether the 
use of these products was dangerous to health. 
This invitation was declined. 
I have a belief it is of 
such im portance, how ever, th a t exact facta should 
be ascertained and prom ulgated, th a t I have ap ­ 
pointed a com petent Commission to m ake a th o r­ 
ough investigation cf th e subject. 
Its m em bers 
have shown this public spirit by accepting th e ir 
tru s t w ithout pledge of com pensation, b u t I tru st 
th a t Congress will sec in th e national and in tern a­ 
tional im portance of th e m a tte r a sufficient m otive 
of providing for th e reim bursem ent of such expense 
as they m ay necessarily incur. 


RELATIONS WITH RUSSIA. 
The coronation o? th e Czar at Moscow afforded to 
this Gov, n im en t an occasion for testifying its con­ 
tinued friendship by sending a special envoy and a 
representative of th e navy to atten d th e cerem ony. 
W hile th e re have arisen during th e y ear no grave 
questions affecting the statu s in t*;e Russian Em pire 
of A merican citizens, or o tner faith th an held by 
national church, this G overnm ent rem ains firm in 
its convictions th a t th e rights of citizens abroad 
should be in no way affected by th e ir religious be­ 
liefs. , 
SPAIN AND THE UNITED STATES. 
I t is understood th a t m easures for th e rem oval of 
th e restrictior s which now burden ou r trad e with 
Cuba and Furto Rico are under consideration by the 
Spanish G overnm ent. 
The proxim ity of Cuba, 
and th e peculiar m ethod of adm inistration which 
there prevails, necessitates constant discu-sion and 
appeal on our p art from th e proceedings of th e in­ 
sular authorities. 
I regret to say th a t th e ju s t pro­ 
te st of this G overnm ent has not as y e t produced a 
satisfactory result. 
The Comm ission appointed to 
decide certain claim s of our citizens against the 
Spanish G overnm ent, after th e recognition of a sa t­ 
isfactory rule as to the validity and force of n a tu ra l­ 
ization in the U nited S tates, have finally adjourned. 
S .m e of th e aw ards, though m ade m ore th an two 
years ago, have n o t been paid. 
The special pay­ 
m ent is expected of claim s to a large am ount, which 
w ere held by th e late Comm ission w ithout its j i r i i - 
d ction, and have been diplom atically present d to th e 
S panish G overnm ent. 
As th e action of th e colonial 
authorities, which has given rise to these claims, 
ha* 
been 
adm itted 
to 
be 
illegal, 
full 
reparation 
for 
th e 
in ju ries 
sustained 
by 
o u r 
citizens 
should 
be 
no 
longer delayed. 
The case cf th e Mae nic has n o t yet reached a se t­ 
tlem ent. 
The M anila C ourt has found th a t the 
proceedings of w hich th is G overnm ent has com­ 
plained were unauthorized, and it is hoped th a t the 
G overnm ent of Spain will not w ithheld th e speedy 
reparation which its sense of justice should im pel it 
to offer for th e unusual severity and u n ju st actions 
of Its subordinate colonial ctficers in th e case of 
this vessel. 


INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 
The H elvetia C onfederation has propose! th e in ­ 
auguration of a class of internatio n al tre a t cs for 
the deferm ent of arb itration of grave questions be 
tw een nations. 
T his G overnm ent has assented to 
th e proposed negotiation of such a treaty w ith 
Switzerland. 
U nder the T reaty of B erlin, liberty of conscience 
ami civil rights are assured to all stran g ers in B ul­ 
garia. As the U nited S tates have no d istin ct conven­ 
tional relations w ith th a t country, and are n o t a 
party to th e tre aty , they should, in m y opinion, 
m aintain diplom atic representation a t Sofia for the 
im provem ent of intercourse and th e protection of 
the m any A m erican citizens who reso rt to th a t 
country as m issionaries and strangers. 
I suggest 
th at I be given au th o rity to establish an agency and 
C onsulate-G eneral a t th e B ulgarian capital. 
The 
U nited S tates are now participating in a revision <f 
th e tariffs of th e O ttom an Em pire. 
They have as­ 
sented to the application of a license of foreigners 
doing business in T urkey, b u t have opposed th e o p ­ 
pressive storage tax upon petroleum en terin g the 
port* of th a t country. The G overnm ent *f the K he­ 
dive has proposed th a t th e au th o rity of th e m ixed 
judicial triounes in E gypt be extended, so as to 
cover citizens of th e U nited S tates accused of crim e, 
who are now tried before C onsular C ourts. 
This 
G overnm ent is not indisposed to accept the change, 
b u t believe th a t its term s should be subm itted for 
criticism to th e Commission appointed to revise the 
whole subject. 
MEXICO. 
At no tim e in our national history has th ere been 
m ore m anifest need of close and lasting relations 
w ith a neighboring S tate than now exists w ith re­ 
spect to Mexico. The rapid influx of our cap itil and 
enterprise into th a t country shows, by w hat has al­ 
ready been accom plished, th e vast reciprocal advan­ 
tages which m ust atten d the progress of its internal 
developm ents. 
The tre aty of com m erce and nav ga- 
tion of 1S48 has been term inated by th e Mexican 
G overnm ent, and in th e al*ence of conventional en­ 
gagem ents, th e rig h ts of o u r citizens in Mexico 
now depend upon the dom estic sta tu s of th a t rep u b ­ 
lic. 
There have been instances of a harsh infringe­ 
m ent of th e laws against o u r vessels and citizens in 
Mexico, and of a denial of diplom atic resort for 
th e ir protection. 
The initial steps tow ard a b etter 
understanding have been ta k e r. The negotiations by 
th e Commission appointed by Congress resulted in 
a treaty which is still before th e Senate, and aw aits 
its approval. 
The provisions for th e reciprocal 


crossing of th e fro n tier by th e troops in p u rsu it of 
hostile Indians have been prolonged for ano th er 
year. 
The operations of th e forces of both G overn­ 
m ents against these savages have been successful, 
and several of th e ir m ost dangerous bands have 
been captured or dispersed by th e skill and valor cf 
U nited S U tes and M exican soldiers, fighting in a 
com mon cause. 
T he C onvention for th e resurvey 
of 
th e 
boundary 
from 
th e 
Rio 
G rande 
to 
the 
Pacific 
having 
been 
ratified 
and 
exchanged, th e prelim inary recor.noissance therein 
stip u lated has been effected, and it now rests w ith 
Congress to m ake provision for com pleting th e su r­ 
vey and resealing th e boundary m onum ents. 
A 
convention was signed w ith Mexico Ju ly 13, 1882, 
providing for th e rehearing of th e case of BeDjamin 
Wieles, of th e A braS ilou M ining Com pany, in whose 
favor aw ards w ere m ade bj* th e late A m erican and 
Mexican Claim s Comm ission. 
T hat convention still 


aw aits th e consent of 
th e S enate. 
M eanwhile 
charges of frau d u len t aw ards have m ade a new 
Commission necessary, and th e Executive has di­ 
rected th e susjiension of paym ents of th e dittrib - 
tive qu o ta received from Mexico. 


CENTRAL AMERICA. 
O ur geographical proxim ity to C entral America, 
and our political and com m ercial relations w ith the 
S tates of th a t country, ju stify , in my ju d g m en t, 
such a m aterial increase of o u r consular corps 
as 
will 
place 
a t 
each 
capital 
a 
Consul- 
G eneral. 
The 
contest 
betw een 
Bolivia 
Chile and P eru lias passed from th e stage of s tra - 
getic hostility to th a t of negotiating, in w hich th e 
counsels of th is G overnm ent has been exercised. 
The dem ands of Chile for an absolute cession of 
te rrito ry have been m aintained and accepted by 
th e p arty of General JglesiiP, to the ex ten t of con­ 
cluding a treaty of peace w ith th e G overnm ent of 
Chile in general conform ity w ith th e term s of the 
proto-col, signed in May last, betw een th e Chilean 
C om m ander and G eneral Iglesias. 
As a resu lt of 
th is tre aty , G eneral Iglesias has been form ally 
recognized by Chile as President of P eru, and his 
G overnm ent installed at Lim a, which has been 
evacuated by th e Chileans. 
A call has been 
issued by G eneral Iglesias for a representative as­ 
sem bly to be elected on th e 13th of Jan u ary , and to 
m eet at Lima on th e 1st of M arch next. 
W hen 
th e Provisional 
G overnm ent of G eneral Iglesias 
has 
applied for 
recognition 
to 
th e principal 
pow ers 
of 
A m erica 
and 
Europe, 
and 
the 
w ill of th e Peruvian people shall be m anifested, I 
Bhall n ot hesitate to recognize th e G overnm ent a p ­ 
proved. 
The diplom atic and 
naval rep resentatives of 
th is 
G overnm ent 
attended 
a t 
Caracas 
th e 
centennial 
celebration 
of 
th e 
birth 
of 
th e illustrio u s B olivar. 
At th e sam e tim e th e in­ 
auguration of th e statu e of W ashington in th e Vene 
zuelan capital testified the devotion in which his 
m em ory is held th ere. 
Congress at its last session 
authorized th e E xecutive to propose to the Vene­ 
zuelan G overnm ent a re opening of th e aw ards of 
th e Mixed Comm ission of Careas. 
The d ep artu re 
from th is country of th e Venezuelan M inister has de­ 
layed th e opening of negotiations for reviving th e 
Comm ission. 
This G overnm ent holds th a t u n til th e 
re-estab lish m en t of a treaty on th is su b ject th e 
V enezuelan G overnm ent m ust co ntinue to m ik e 
th e paym ents provided for in th e convention of 
18GG. 
T here is ground for believing th a t th e dis­ 
pute grow ing o ut of unpaid obligati >ns due from 
Venezuela to France will be satisfactorily adjusted. 
The French Cabinet has proposed a basis of settle­ 
m en t w hich m eets my approval, b u t as it involves a 
recasting of th e annual q uotas of th e foreign d ebts, 
it has been deem ed advisable to 9ubm it th e pro­ 
posal to th e judg m en t of th e C abinets 1 1 Berlin, 
Copenhagen, The H ague, London and M adrid. 


THE TREATY WITH HAWAII. 
A t th e recent coronation of Ilis M ajesty, King 
K alakaua. th is G overnm ent was represented both 
diplom atically and by th e form al visit of a vessel of 
war. 
The question of term in atin g or m odifying 
the existing reciprocity tre aty w ith H aw aii is now* 
before Congress. 
I am convinced th a t th e charges 
of abuse and frauds u n d er th a t treaty have been ex­ 
aggerated. 
I renew* th e suggestion of last year’s 
message, th a t th e tre aty be modified w herever its 
provisions 
have proven inju rio u s to legitim ate 
trade betw een th e tw o countries. I am not disposed 
to favor the en tire cessation of treaty relations, 
which have fostered good will betw een th e coun­ 


tries, and contributed tow ard th e equality of H awaii 
in the fam ily of nations. 


FOREIGN INTERCOURSE EXTENDED. 
In pursuance of th e policy declared by th is Gov­ 
ern m en t, of ex tending o u r 
intercourse w ith the 
E astern nations, legations have, d u rin g th e past 
year, been established in Perria, Siam and Corea. 
It is probable th a t p rrn am n t missions of those 
countries will be long m aintained in th e U nited 
States. 
A special em bassy from Siam is now on its 
way h ith er. 
The tre aty relations w ith Corea were 
peifectcd by th e exchange at Seoul on th e 19th cf 
May last cf th e ratifi ations cf th e lately-concluded 
convention, and envoys from th e lan d of Tahehosun 
have visited th is cou n try and received a cordial 
welcome. 
Corea, as j*ct unacquainted w ith th e 
m ethods of Eastern civilization, now invites th e a t­ 
tention of those interested in th e foreign trad e, as 
it needs the im plem ents and products which th e 
U nited S tates are ready to supply. 
We seek no ino 
nopoly of its com m erce, and no advantage over 
o ther nations ; b u t as th e C oreans, in reaching for 
a higher civilization, have confided in th is R epublic, 
we cannot regard w ith indifference any encroach­ 
m ents on th e ir rig h ts. 
The paym ent of a m oney 
indem nity has sett'ed certain of th e long-pending 
claim s of ou r citizens, and I have stro n g hopes th a t 
th e rem ainder will soon be adjusted. 


THE CHINESE QUESTION. 
The question has arisen touching th e rig h ts of 
American and o th er foreign m anufacturers in C hina 
u n d er th e provisions of th e treaties which perm it 
aliens to exercise th e ir ind u stries in th a t country. 
On th is specific point o u r cw n treaty is silent, h u t 
under th e operation of “ the most favored nation 
clause,” we have like privileges w ith those <-f o th er 
powers. 
W hile it is th e d u ty of th e G overnm ent to 
seo th a t our citizens have th e full enjoym ent of 
every benefit secured by th e treaty , I doubt th e ex ­ 
pediency of leading in a m ovem ent to constrain 
C hina to ad m it an in terp retatio n th a t we have only 
an indirect treaty rig h t to exact. 
The transference 
to C hina of A merican capital for engagiino it there 
of Chinese labor would in effect In augurate a com­ 
petition for th e control of m arkets now supplied by 
o ur hom e industries. 
1 here is good reason to be­ 
lieve th a t th e law restrictin g th e im m igration of 
Chinese has been violated, intentionally or o th er­ 
wise, by the officials of C hina, upon whom devolved 
the d u ty of certifying th a t th e im m igrants belonged 
to th e excepted 
classes. 
M easures 
have 
been 
taken 
to 
ascertain 
th e 
facts 
incident 
to 
to this supposed infraction, and it is believed th at 
the G overnm ent of China will co-operate w ith the 
U nited S tates in securing th e faithful observance of 
the law. 
The sam e consideration which prom pted 
C ongress a t its las* session to retu rn to Japan the 
Simoniski indem nity seem s to m e to require at its 
hands like action in respect to th e C anton indem ­ 
nity fund, n o r ani m ating to $300,000. 
The question of th e general revision of foreign 
treaties with Jap an has been considered in an inte - 
national conference a t Tokio, b u t w ithout definite 
result as yet. 
This G overnm ent is di»|H>sed to cao - 
cede th e request* of Jap an to d c te rn in e its tariff 
duties, and provide such proper judicial tribunals 
as m»y com m end them selves to th e W estern power* 
for the trial of causes to which foreigners are par- 
lie*1, and to atM iniU tc the term s and duration of its 
treaties to those id o th er civilized States. 
Through « u r M inisters a t London and M oravia 
this G overnm ent has endeavored to aid Liberia in 
its differences w ith G reat B ritain, touching the 
northw estern boundaries of th a t republic. 
D iere is 
a prospect of th e ad ju stm en t of th e dispute by the 
adoption of th e M *nnah river as th e line. 
This ar 
rangem cut is a com prom ise of th e conflicting te rri­ 
torial claim s, and takes from Liberia no country 
over which it has m aintained an effective jurisdic­ 


tion. 
THE INTERNATIONAL AFRICAN ASSOCIATION. 
The rich and populous valley of th e Congo ii being 
opened to com m erce b j a society ca led " The In ­ 
ternational A frican A ssociation,” of w hich th e King 
of the Belgians is P icsident, and a citizen of the 
U nited S U tes the chief executive officer. 
Large 
tract* of territo ry have been ceded to th e Associa­ 
tion by native c h ie fs ; roads have been opened, 
steam boat* placed on the river and th e nucleus of 
trad e established a t tw enty-tw o su tio n s under our 
flag, which offers freedom to com m erce and prohib­ 
its th e slave trade. 
The objects of th e society are 
philanthropic. 
It does not aim at th e m anagem ent 
of political affairs, b u t reeks th e n eu trality of the 
valley. 
The U nited S tates cannot be indifferent to 
th is w ork, n o r to th e in terests of th e citizens in­ 
volved in it. 
It may become advisable for us to co­ 
operate w ith o th er com m ercial pow ers in prom oting 
th e rig h ts of trade and residence in th e Congo val­ 
ley, free from interference. 


VEXATIOUS RESTRICTIONS UPON TRADE. 
I have alluded m my previous m essage to th e in­ 
ju rio u s and vexatious restrictions suffered by our 
trade in th e Spanish W est Indies. 
Brazil, which is 
th e n atu ral o u tlet for its g reat national staple, cof­ 


fee, in and th ro u g h th e U nited States, im poses a 
heavy expDrt d u ty on th a t product. 
A like n an o w 
policy is pursued in o th er countries. O ur petroleum 
export* are ham pered in T urkey and o th er Eastern 
port* by restrictions as to storage, and by onerous 
U xation, and the free outw ard m ovem ent of our 
g reat food products is in some qua riera clogged 
w ith like im pedim ents. 
F o r these mischiefs ade­ 
q u ate relief is n ot always provided by reciprocity 
treaties, like th a t w ith H aw aii, or th a t lately nego­ 
tiated w ith Mexico and now aw aiting th e action of 
th e Senate. 
Is it n ot advisable to provide some 
m easure of equitable retaliation in o u r relations 
w ith th e G overnm ents w hich discrim inate against 
our own ? If, for exam ple, th e Executive were em 
powered to apply to Spanish vessels and cargoes 
from C uba and P orto Rico th e sam e rules of tre a t­ 
m ent and scale of penalties for technical faults 
which are applied to vessels and cargoes in th e A n­ 
tilles, a resort to th a t course m ight n ot be barren of 
good results. 
A discretionary au th o rity to forbid 
th e im portation of articles of consum ption injurious 
to health m ight be advantageously exercised in our 
dealings w ith G overnm ents 
w hich 
discrim inate 
against our food products. 


FINANCES OF THE COUNTRY. 
The rep o rt of th e Secretary of the Treasury gives 
a full and interesting exhibit of th e financial condi­ 
tion of th e country. 
I t shows th a t th e ordiuary 
revenues from all sources for th e fiscal j ear ended 
Ju n e 30,1883, am ouuted to $308,287,581 95, whereof 
th ere was received from custom s $211,706,490 93 ; 
from in tern al revenue, $144,720,363 9 5; from sales 
of public lands, $7,955,864 4 2 ; from tax on th e cir­ 
culation and deposits of national banks, $9,111,­ 
008 85 ; from profits on th e coinage of bullion de­ 
posit* and assays, $160.205 1 7 ; from o th er sources, 
$17,333,637 60. 
Total, £398,*287,531 95. 
For the 
sam e period th e ordinary exjienditures were : 
For 
civil expenses, $22.312,*235 76; for foreigu in ter­ 
course, $2,415,275 24 ; for Indians, $7,362,590 24 ; 
for ¡tensions, $66,012,573 64 ; for the m ilitary estab­ 
lishm ents and arsenals, $48,911,382 9 3 ; for th e naval 
establishm ents, including vessels and im provem ents 
a t th e navy yards, $15,223,437 17 ; for m iscellaneous 
expenditures, inc uding 
public buildir.gs, lig h t­ 
houses and collecting th e revenues, $40,093,432 73 ; 
for ex p enditures on account of th e D istrict of Co­ 
lum bia, $3,817,028 48 ; for in terest on th e public 
d ebt, $59,160,131 25. 
Total, $265,408.137 54—leav­ 
ing a su rp lu s revenue of $132,879,444 41. 
If th e revenue for th e fiscal year w hich will end 
on Ju n e 3 0 ,1885, be estim ated on th e basis of ex ist­ 
ing laws, th e Secretary is of th e opinion th a t for 
th a t year th e receipts exceed by $60,000,000 the 
ordinary ex penditures, including th e am ount dc- 
votea to th e sinking fund. 
H ith erto , th e surplus, 
as rapidly as it has accum ulated, has been devoted 
to th e reduction of th e national debt. 
As a resu lt, 
th e only bonds now o u tstanding, which are redeem ­ 
able a t th e pleasure of th e G overnm ent, are th e 
three-per-cents, am ounting to ab o u t $305,000,000; 
th e four and oue-half per cents, am ounting to $250,- 
000,C00, and th e $737,000,000 of fo u r-p er-cen ts, are 
n ot payable u ntil 1891 and 1907, respectively. 
If 
th e surplus shall h ereafter be as large as th e Treas­ 
u ry estim ates now indicate, th e th rec-p er-cen t 
bonds m ay all be redeem ed a t least t- ur years before 
any of th e four and onc-half-pcr-cents can he called 
in. 
The latter, a t th e sam e rate of accum ulation of 
surplus, can be p*aid at m atu rity , and th e moneys 
requisite for the redem ption of th e four-per-cents 
will be in th e T reasury m any years before those 
obligations becam e payable. 
There are cogent 
reasons, how ever, w hy th e national indebtedness 
should n ot be th u s rapidly extinguished. 
Chief 
am ong them is th e fact th a t only by excessive taxa­ 
tion is such rapidity attainable. 
In a com m unica­ 
tion to Congress at its last session, I recom m ended ail 
excise taxes be abolished except those relating to 
distilled spirits, and th a t substantial reductions also 
be made on th e revenues from custom s. 
A statu te 
has since been enacted by which th e annual tax and 
tariff receipts of th e G overnm ent have been cut 
down to th e ex ten t of a t b a s t $50,000,000 o r $60,­ 
000,000. 
W hile I have no d o u b t th a t still fu rth er 
reductions m ay be wisely m ade, I do n o t advise the 
adoption a t th is session of any m easure for a large 
dim inution of th e national revenues. 
The resulta 
of th e legislation of th e last session of Congress 
have n o t as yet becom e sufficiently apparent to ju s­ 
tify any radical revision o r sw eeping m odification of 
th e existing 1 iw. 
In the in terv al which m u st elapse 
before th e effects of th e A ct A March 3, 1883, can be 
definitely ascertained, a portion at least of th e su r­ 
plus revenues m ay be wisely applied t*» th e long- 
neglected defenses for th e protection of o u r harbors. 
This is a m a tte r to w .ich 1 shall again ad v trt. 
Im m ediately associated w ith th e financial subject 
ju st discussed is th e im p o rtan t question, ft h at legis­ 
lation is needed regarding th e national currency 
The aggr< g ite am ount of bonds now cn deposit in 
th e treasu ry to su p p o rt th e national bank circula­ 
tion is about $350,000,000. 
N early $200,000,000 o< 
th is am ount consists of th ree-p er-cen ts., which, ps 
a.ready stated , are payable a t th e pleasure of th e 
G overnm ent, and are likely to be called m w ithin 
lem th an four years, unless m eantim e th e surplus 
revenues shall be dim inished. 
The probable effect 
of such an extensive retirem en t of th e securities 
which are th e basis of th e national bank circulation 
w ould be such a contraction of th e volum e of the 
currency as to produce grave com m ercial em bar­ 
rassm ents. 
How can th e danger be obviated? The 
m ost effective plan, and one whose adoption at the 
earliest o p portunity I shall heartily approve, has al­ 
ready been indicated. 
If th e revenues of th e next 
four years shall be substantially com m ensurable 
w ith th e expenses, th e volum e of circulation will 
not be likely to suffer any m aterial disturbances ; 
b u t if, on the o th er hand, th ere shall be g reat delay 
in reducing tax tio D , it will become necessary eith er 
to su b stitu te some of th e o th er form s of currency 
in place of the national bank notes, o r to m ake im ­ 
p o rta n t changes In th e law by which th e ir circula 
tion 
is 
now 
controlled. 
In 
my 
jud g m en t, 
th e la tte r course 
is 
far 
preferable. 
I 
com ­ 
m end 
to 
y our atten tio n 
th e 
very interesting 
and tho u g h tfu l suggestions on th is su b ject which 
appear in th e Secretar) s report. 
T he objections 
which he urges sg ain st th e acceptance **f any o ther 
securities th a n obligations of the G overnm ent itself 
as a foundation fo r national l ank circulation seem 
to me insuperable. 
For avertin g th e threatened 
contractions, two course* have b ten suggested, 
eith er of which is probably feasible. 
One is the 
issuance of new bonds, having m any years to run, 
bearing a low rate of interest, and exchangeable 
upou specified term * w ith those now oustanding. 
The eth er course, w hich conmiei ds itself to m y own 
ju d g m en t, is the en actm ent of a law repealing the 
tax on circulation, and p erm ittin g th e b a rk s to 
issue note* for an am ount tq u a l to 60 per cent, of 
th e m ark et value, instead of as now, the face value 
of th e dep sited bunds. 
I agree w ith th e Secretary 
in the belief th a t th e a ioption of th is plan will afford 
the necessary relief. 
Tin- trad e dollar was coined fur 
the purpose of traffic iu countries w in re silver passed 
at its value, ascertained by its w eight and fineness. 
It never had a legal ten d er quality. 
Large num ber* 
Of these coins ei.t.*red, how ever, th e volum e of 
ou r cu rrt ncy by com mon consent. 
T bcir circulation 
in dom estic trade has now teased, and th ey having 
becojie a d istu rb in g elem ent, they should n ot he 
lunger perm itted to em barrass our currency system , 
and I recom m end th a t provision be m ade for th eir 
reception by th e T reasury and M ints as bul ion, at 
a small percentage above th e cu rren t m ark et price of 
silver of like finem ss. 


C ►NSOLIDATION OF CUSTOÍ13 DISTRICTS. 
The Secretary of th e T reasury advises a consolida­ 
tion of certain of th e custom s d istricts of th e coun­ 
try , and suggests th a t th e President be vested w ith 
such pow er in relation th e reto as is now given 
him in respect to Collectors of In tern al R evenue by 
Section 3141 of th e Revised S tatutes. 
The statistics 
of th is subject w hich are contained in his rep o rt fu r­ 
nish of them selves an arg u m en t in defense cf his 
view’s. 
At th e ad jo u rn m en t of Congress th e num ­ 
ber of in tern al revenue collection d istricts wras 126. 
Bv an executive o rd er issued Ju n e 25, 1S83, I d - 
reeled th a t certain of these d istricts be consolidated. 
The result has been a reduction of o n e-th ird of the 
num ber, which a* present is b u t S3. 


THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 
From th e report of th e Secretar}’ of W ar it will 
be seen thr»t in only a single instance has th ere been 
a disturbance of th e q u iet condition of o u r Indian 
trib es—a raid from Mexico into A rizona by a small 
party of Indians, which was pursued by General 
Crook in to th e m ountain regions from which it had 
come. It is confidently hoped th a t serious outbreaks 
will n o t occur again, and th a t th e Indian tribes 
which have for so m any years disturbed th e W est 
will hereafter rem ain in peaceable subm ission. 
1 again call y our atten tio n to th e present condi 
tion of o u r extended seaeoast, upon w hich are so 
m any U rge cities, w hose w ealth and im portance to 
the count ry would in tim e of w ar invite attack from 
arm ored ships, against which our existing defensive 
w orks 
could 
give 
no 
adequate 
protection. 
These 
w orks 
w ere 
b u ilt 
before the 
introduc­ 
tion 
of 
th e 
G erm an 
heavy rifle 
guns to 
roaratine w arfare, aud if th e ) are n ot p u t in effi ient 
condition we will be su b ject to hum iliation by a 
hostile pow er greatly inferior to ourselves. 
As g er­ 
m ane to th is su b ject, I call y o u r atten tio n to the 
im portance of perfecting ou r subm arine torpedo de­ 


fense. 
The Board authorized by th e last Congress 
to rep o rt on th e m ethod w hich should be adopted 
for th e m anufacturing of heaxy ordinance adapted 
to general w arfare, has visited the principal iron 
and ?teel w orks in th is cou n try and Europe. 
It is 
hoped th a t its report will be soon m ade, and th a t 
Congress will th ereu p o n be disposed to provide 
su itable facilities and plans for the m anufacturers 
of such g uns as are now im peratively needed. 
On 
several occasions d u rin g th e past year officers cf th e 
arm y have, a t th e r tq u is . of the S tate auth o rities, 
visited th e ir m ilitary encam pm ents for an inspec­ 
tion of tho troops. 
From rep o rts of these officers f 
am induced to believe th a t th e e couragem eut of 
th e S tate m ilitia o rg an izitio n by th e national 
G overnm ent w ould be followed by very g ratifjin g 
results, and w ould afford it iu sudden em ergencies 
the aid of a large body of volunteers educated iu 
th e perform ance of m ilitary duties. 


THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 
The Secretary of th e N avy rep o rts th a t u n d er th e 
au th o rity cf i lie Acts of A ugust 5, 1882, and March 
3 , 1383, th e w ork of stren g th en in g o u r navy by the 
construction of m odern vessels has been auspisiously 
begun. 
T hree cruisers are iu progress of construc­ 
tio n —th e Chicago, of 4,500 to a s displacem ent, and 
th e Boston and A tlanta, eacn of 2,500 tons. 
They 
arc to be b u ilt of steel, w ith th e tensile stre n g th and 
ductility prescribed by law, and in th e com bina­ 
tion of speed, eudurance and o rn am en t are ex - 
pected to com pare favorably w ith th e b cst-am ieu 
w ar vessels cf o th er nations. 
A fourth vessel- the 
D olphin—is to be co n structed of sim ilar m aterial. 
She is intended to serve as a fleet dispatch b o at. The 
d o u b le-tu rreted m onitors— P u ritan , A m phrite ai «1 
T error—have been lauuched on th e D elaware river, 
and a contract has been m ade for th e supply of th eir 
m achinery. 
A sim ilar m o n ito r- t h e M onadnock— 
has been launched in C alifornia. 
T he N aval Ad­ 
visory Board and th e S ecretary recom m end th e com ­ 
pletion of th e m onitors, th e construction of four 
gunboats an d also of th ree additional steel vessels 
like th e Chicago, Boston and D olphin. 
As an im ­ 
p o rtan t 
m easure 
of 
national 
defense, 
th e 
S ecretary 
u rg es 
also 
#the 
im m ediate 
creation of 
an in terio r coast line of w aterw ays 
across th e P eninsula of Florida, along th e coast 
from F lorida to H am pton 
Roads, betw een th e 
Cheeeapeake Bay and D elaware river and th rough 
Cape Cod. 
I feel bound to im press upon th e a t­ 
tention of Congress th e necessity of continued pro­ 
gress in th e reconstruction of th e navy. 
The con­ 
dition of th e public treasury, as I have already in ti­ 
m ated, m akes th e present an auspicious one for 
p u ttin g th is branch of service in a s ta te of efficiency. 
It is no p art of our policy to create and m aintain a 
navy able to cope w ith those of th e o th er g reat 
pow ers of th e w orld. 
We have no wish for foreign 
conquest, and th e peace w hich we have l«>ng en ­ 
joyed is in no seem ing danger of in terru p tio n ; b ut 
th a t o u r naval stren g th should be m ade adequate 
for th e defense of ou r harbors, th e protection i f our 
com m ercial in terests, and th e m aintenance of our 
national honor, is a proposition from w hich no pa­ 
trio tic citizen can w ithhold his assent. 


POSTAL AFFAIRS. 
The rep o rt of th e Postm aster-G eneral contains a 
gratifying ex h ib it of th e condition and prospects of 
th e in terestin g branch of th e public ser\ ice com m it­ 
ted to his cars. 
It appears th a t on Ju n e 30, 1SS3, 
th e whole n u m b er of postoffices was 47,863, of 
which 1,632 w ere established d u rin g th e last p re­ 
vious fiscal year. 
Tne num ber of oflisea o p cratirg 
un d er th e system of free delivery was 154. 
At the 
latter cilices th e postage in local m a tte r am ounted 
to $41,952,403 22, a sum exceeding by $1,021,894 01 
th e entire cost of th e carriers’ service of th e coun­ 
try. 
The rate of postage on drop letters passing 
th rough these offices is now fixed by law at tw o 
cents per half ounce o r a fraction there» f. 
In offices 
w here th e carrier eystcin has not been established, 
th e rate is only half us large. 
It will be rem em ­ 
bered th a t in 1863, when free delivery was first 
established by law, th e uniform single rate postage 
upon local U tters was one cent, and so it rem ained 
u n til 1372, w hen, in those cities w here th e carrier 
service was established, it was increased to de­ 
fray the expense cf 
such 
service. 
I t seem s 
to m e 
th a t 
th e 
old 
rate 
may 
now 
with 
propriety be restored, and th a t, too, even a t the 
risk of dim inishing, for a tim e at le&ut, th e receipts 
from postage upon local letters. 
I can see no re a ­ 
son w hy th a t particu lar class of m ail m a tte r should 
be held double for th e en tire cost of n o t only its 
collection and delivery, b u t th e collection and de­ 
livery of nil o th e r classes : and I am confident, after 
full consideration of th e subject, th a t th e reduction 
of th e rate would be followed by such a grow ing 
accession of business as to occasion b u t slig h t and 
tem porary loss to th e revenues to th e PoStoffice. 
Tbe P ostm aster-G eneral devotes m uch of his rej>ort 
to th e consideration, in its various aspects, of the 
G overnm ent to th e telegraph. 
The g reat rt-flcctiou 
which I h iv e b e ta able to give th e su b jec t since m y 
last 
annual 
mes.-age 
has 
not 
led 
m e 
to 
change th e view’ which I th en expressed, dissent­ 
ing irom th e recom m endation of th e P ostm aster 
General, th a t th e G overnm ent assum e the sam e con­ 
trol over th e telegraph wbich it has always exercised 
over th e m ail. 
A dm itting th a t its au th o rity in the 
prem ises is as am ple as has ever been claim ed for it, 
it would n o t, in my judgm ent, ba a wise use of th a t 
au th o rity to purchase or assum e th e control of 
existing telegraph lines, or to construct others, w ith 
a view of en terin g into general com petition w ith 
private enterprise. 
The obj actions which m ay be 
ju stly urged against eith er of these projects, and, 
indeed, ag&iust any system which would require an 
enorm ous incrcr.se in th e Civil Service list, do not, 
how ever, apply to some of the plan? which have 
lately provoked public com m ent and discussion. 
I t 
has be*:ii claim ed, for exam ple, th a t Congress m ight 


wisely 
au thorize 
the 
Postm aster-G eneral 
to 
contract 
w ith 
som e 
private 
person 
or 
corporation 
for th e 
transm ission 
of 
m essages 
a t specified rates, and u n d er G overnm ent supervi­ 
sion. 
V arious such schem es of th e sam e general 
n atu re, h u t w idely differing in th e ir special char­ 
acteristics, have been suggested in th e public prints, 
and th e arg u m en ts by w hich they have been sup­ 
ported and opposed have doubtless attracted y our 
atten tio n . 
I t is likely th a t th e whole su b ject will 
be considered by you a t tb e present session. 
In 
the n atu re of things it invests so m any questions in 
detail, th a t y o u r deliberations would probably be 
aided slightly, if at all, by any particular suggestions 
which I m ight now* subm it. 
I avow m y belief, how ­ 
ever, th a t th e G overnm ents should be authorized by 
law to exercise som e so rt of supervision over in ter­ 
state telegraph com m unication, and I express the 
hope th a t for attaining th a t end some m easure may 
be devised w hich will receive your approbation. 


JURORS’ AND WITNESSES’ FEES IN FEDERAL 


COURTS. 


The A ttorney-G eneral criticises in Ilia report th e 
provisions of th e existing law* fixing the fees of ju ­ 
rors and w itnesses in th e Federal C ourts. 
The pro­ 
visions are chiefly contained in th e A ct of February 
26 1853, tin ugh some of them were introduced into 
th a t A ct from statu tes which had been passed m any 
years previous. 
It »s m anifest th a t such comjtensa* 
tion as m ight, when these laws were en icted , have 
been ju st anil reasonable, would in m any instances 
be ju stly regarded at th e present day as inadequate. 
I concur w ith th e A ttorney-G eneral in th e belief 
th a t th e statu tes should be revised by which these 
are regulated. 
So should th e laws w hich regulate 
the com pensation of D istrict A ttorneys and M ar­ 
shals. They should be paid wholly by salaries, in ­ 
stead of in p art by fee*, as is now th e case. 
The 
change w ould prove to be a m easure of economy, 
and would discour»ge tho in stitu tio n of needless 
and oppressive legal proceedings w hich it Í3 to be 
feared have in some instances te en conducted for 
th e m ere sake of personal g a n. 


THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. 
Much interestin g and varied inform ation is con­ 
tained in th e rep o rt of th e Secretar}- of th e Interior. 
I particularly call you atten tio n to his presentation 
of certain phases of th e Indian question to you, the 
recom m endations for the repeal of th e P re-em ption 
and Tim ber C ultu re A cts, and for m ore btringent 
legislation to prev en t frauds u n d er th e pension 
laws. 
The statu tes which preserve th e definitions 
and p unishm ents of crim es relatin g to pensions 
could doubtless be m ade m ore effective by certain 
am endm ent* and additions which are pointed o ut 
in th e Secretary’s report. I have previously referred 
to th e alarm ing state of illiteracy in certain portions 
of ou r cou n try , and again su b m it for th e considera­ 
tion of Congress w hether som e Federal aid should 
not be extended to public prim ar}’ education, w here 
adequate provision th erefor has n ot already been 
made. 
THE POLTGAMY QUESTION. 
The U tah Comm ission has subm itted to th e Secre­ 
tary of the In terio r its second annual report of its 
labors in supervising th e recen t election in th a t 
T erritory, p u rsu an t t • the A ct of March 2 2 ,1832. It 
appears th a t tb e persons by th a t A ct disqualified, to 
tb e num ber of 12,000, were excluded from th e polls. 
This fact, how ever, affords little cause for cong ratu ­ 
lation, and I fear th a t it is far from indicating any 
real and su b stan tial progress tow ards th e extirpa­ 
tion of polygam y. 
All th e m em bers of th e Legisla­ 
tu re are M ormons. 
There is grave reason to believe 
th a t th ey are in sym pathy w ith th e practices th a t 
th is G overnm ent is seeking to suppress, and th a t its 


efforts in th a t re g a r! will no m ore likely encounter 
th e ir opposition th an receive th e ir encouragem ent 
aud support. 
Even if th is view should happily bo 
erroneous, the law u n d er w hich th e Com m issioners 
have been actiug should be n juie m ore effective by 
th e inco rp o ra'ion of some such strin g en t m easures 
as they recom m end, as were included in bill No. 
2,238, on th e roll of the Senate a t th e last session. 1 
am convinced, how ever, th a t polygam y has become 
strongly intranched in the T erritory of U tah, th at it 
is profitless to attack it w ith any b u t the sto utest 
weapons which constitutional legislation can m ake. 
I favor, therefore, th e repeal of the A ct upon which 
the existing G overnm ent depends 
th e resum ption 
by th e N ational Legislature of th e en tire political 
control of the T erritory, and the establishm ent of a 
Commission w ith such powers and duties as shall be 
delegated to it by law. 


DFPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 
The D epartm ent cf A griculture is accom plishing 
m uch in the direction of th e agricultural develop­ 
m ent of th e country, and th e report of the Com­ 
m issioner, giving tb e results of his invent gations 
and experim ents, will be found interesting and val­ 
uable. 
A t his instance a Convention of those in te r­ 
ested in th e cattle ind u stry of th e country was 
lately held a t Chicago. 
The prevalence of pleur - 
pneum onia and o th er contagious diseases of anim als 
was one of the chief topics of discussion. 
A com ­ 
m ittee of th e C om entiou will invite y o u r co-opera­ 
tion in investigating th e cause* of these diseases, 
aud providing m ethods for th tir prevention and cure. 


THE ALASKA SITUATION. 
I tru s t th a t Congress will n o t fail, a t its present 
session, to p ut Alaska u n d er th e protection of law. 
Its people have repeatedly rem onstrated against our 
neglect to afford them the m aintenance and protec­ 
tion expressly guaranteed by th e term s of th e treaty 
w hereby th a t T erritory was ceded to th e U nited 
States. 
For sixteen \e a rs they have pleaded for 
th a t which they should have had w ithout the ask­ 
ing. 
They have no law for th e collection of debt, 
th e su p p o rt of education, th e conveyance of prop­ 
erty , th e adm inistration of estates, or th e enforce­ 
m ent of contracts. 
None, indeed, foi th e punish­ 
m en t of crim inals, except such a* those offend 
against certain custom s, com m erce ami navigation 
Acts. 
The resources of Alaska, especially in fur, 
m ines aud lum ber, are considerable iu ex ten t, and 
capable of large dev elo p m en t; while, in its geo­ 
graphical situation, it is one of political and com­ 
m ercial im portance. 
The prom ptings of in terest, a? 
well as considerations of honor and good faith, de­ 
m and th e im m ediate establishm ent of a civil gov­ 
ern m en t in th a t T erritory. 


THE RAILROAD QUESTION. 
C om plaints have lately been u rg en t th a t certain 
corporations controlling, in whole or in p m , the 
facilities for th e in terstate carriage of persons and 
m erchandise upon 
th e 
g reat 
railroads 
of the 
country, have, in th e ir dealings w ith th e pub 
lie, 
devised 
m easures 
unju9t 
and 
oppressive 
in tb c ir character. 
In som e instances th e State 
G overnm ents have attacked and suppressed these 
evils, b u t in others they have been unable to afford 
adequate relief, because of th e jurisdictional lim ­ 
itations w hich are im pose! on them by th e Federal 
C onstitution. 
The question how far th e national 
G overnm ent m ay interfere in the ¡«remises, and 
w hat, if any, supervision o r control it o ught exer­ 
cise, is one which m erits y o u r careful consideration. 
W hile we can n ot fail to recognize th e im portance of 
th e vast railw ay system s of th e country, and th e ir 
g reat and beneficial influences upon th e develop­ 
m ent of ou r m aterial w ealth, we should, on the 
o th er hand, rem em ber th a t no individual, and no 
corporation, o ught to be invested w ith absolute 
pow er over ail of th e interests of o th er citizens, or 
class of citizens. 
The rig h t of railw ay corporations 
to dem and profitable retu rn upon th e ir invest­ 
m ents, and a reasonable freedom in th e ir regula­ 
tions, m ust be reco g n ized ; b u t it seem s only ju st, 
so far as its constitutional au th o rity will perm it, 
th a t Congress should protect th e people at large in 
th tir in terstate traffic ag ainst acts of injustice 
which the S tate G overnm ents are pow erless to pre­ 
vent. 
FRESERVATION OF THE FORESTS. 
In m y last annual m essage I called attention to 
th e necessity of p rotecting, by suitable legislation, 
th e forests situated upon th e public dom ain in m any 
portions of the W est. 
The pu rsu it cf general agri­ 
cu ltu re is only m ade practicable by resort to irriga­ 
tion, w hile such u sifu l irrigation would be im possi­ 
ble w ithout th e aid afforded by forests in co n trib u t­ 
ing to th e regularity and constancy of such supply 
of w ater. D uring th e past year severe suffering ami 
g reat loss of pro p erty have been occasioned by 
periods of unusually low w a te r in m any of th e great 
rivers of th e country. 
These irregularities are in a 
g reat m easure caused by the rem oval frcm about 
th e sources of th e stream s in question of th e tim ber 
by w hich th e w ater supply had has been nourished 
and protected. 
The preservation of such portions 
of th e forest on the national dom ain will essential!)’ 
contrib u te to th e equitable flow* of Im p o rtan t w ater­ 
courses, and is of th e highest consequence. 
Im ­ 
p o rta n t trib u taries of th e M issouri, th e C olum bia 
and th e Saskatchaw an rise in th e m ountains o? Mon­ 
tana, near th e n o rthern boundary of th e U nited 
S tates, between the B lackfeet am i F lathead Indian 
reservations. 
This region is unsuitable for settle­ 
m en t, b u t upon th e rivers which flow from it de­ 
pends th e fu tu re agricu ltu ral developm ent of a vast 
tra c t of country. 
The atten tio n of Congress is 
called to th e necessit) of w ithdraw ing from public 
sale th is part of 
th e public dom aiu, and estab­ 
lishing there a Forest Preserver. 


INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITIONS. 
The industrial exhibitions which have been held 
in th e U nited S tates d uring the present year a t­ 
tracted g reat atten tio n in m any foreign countries, 
w here th e announcem ent of those enterprises had 
been m ade public th rough th e foreign agencies of this 
G overnm ent. The In d ustrial E xhibition at Boston ami 
th e Southern Exposition at Louisville w ere largely 
attended by the exhibitors of foreign countries, n o t­ 
w ithstanding th e absence of a u /th in g national in the 
character in th o te undertakings. A centennial exposi­ 
tion, to be held n ex t year a t New O rleans, in com ­ 
m em oration of th e cen tu ry of th e first shipm ent of 
cotton from th a t p art of the U nited States, bid* fair 
to m eet w ith a like gratifying success. 
U nder th e 
A ct of Congress of th e 10th of F ebruary, 1883, de­ 
claring th a t exposition to be national and in ter­ 
national in its character, foreign G overnm ents w ith 
which the U nited S tates m aintain relations have 
been invited to participate. 
The prom oter* of this 
im p o rtan t u n d ertak in g nave already received assur­ 
ances of th e lively in teie st which is excited abroad.

The report of th e Com m issioners for th e D istrict of 
C olum bia is herew ith tra m m ittc d .

careful atten tio n , especially for those portion* which 
relate to assessm ents fo r arrears of taxes and w ater 
supply. 
CIVIL SERVICE. 
The Com m issioners who w ere appointed u n d er tbe 
Act of Jan u ary 16, 1SS3, entitled “ An A ct to regu­ 
late and im prove th e civil service of th e U nited 
S tates,’' en tered prom ptly upon th e discharge of 
th e ir duties. 
A series of rules fram ed iu act” rd - 
ar.ee w ith th e sp irit of th e s ta tu te w as approved 
and prom ulgated by th e P resident. 
In sem e par­ 
ticu lars, w herein th ey seem ed aefectivc, these rules 
were subsequently am ended so as to provide th a t 
they discountenance any political cr religious tests 
for adrniesion to offices of th e public service to which 
th e s ta tu te relates. 
The Act is limit» d in its 
original application to th e classified clerkships in 
the Executive departm ents a t W ashington, num ber­ 
ing ab o u t 5,600, and to sim ilar positions in the 
custom s district* and p stctticis, w here as m anv as 
fifty persons arc em ployed. 
A classification of these 
p sitions, analogous to

W ashington 
offices, 
was 
duly 
made 
before 
th e 
law 
w ent 
into 
effect. 
Eleven 
custom s 
district* and tw en ty -th ree postoffieea w ere th u s

The annual rep o rt of th e Civil Service 
Commission, which will soon be subm itted to Con­ 
gress, w ill afford th e m eans of a m ore definite ju d g ­ 
m ent th an I am now prepared to express a* to the 
m erits of th e new system . 
I am persuaded th a t its 


e f f e c t s have th u s far proven beneficial. Its practical 
m ethods appear to be adequate for the end* pro­ 
posed, and th ere have been no seriou* difficulties in 
carrying

aw are, has been appointed to the public service in 
th e classified positions thereof, in any of th e de­ 
partm ent* o r any of th e poeteffices and custom s 
district* above nam ed, except those ceitified by the 
Commission to be m ore com petent on th e basis of 
the exam ination held in conform ity to th e rules. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 
A t th e tim e when th e present Executive entered 
upon his office, hi* death , rem oval, resignation or 
inability to discharge hi* duties would have left the 
G overnm ent w ithout a constitutional head. 
I t is 
probable, of course, th a t a sim ilar contingency may 
avain arise, unless th e wisdom of Congress shall 
provide against its recurrence. 
The Senate at its 
last session, after full consideration, passed an Act 
relating to th is su b ject, which will now, I tru st, 
com m end itself to th e approval of b oth houses of 
Congress. 
The clause of th e C onstitution on which 
m u st depend any law regulating th e P residential 


succession present* also for solution o th e r questions 
of prom inent im portance. 
These questions relate 
to th e proper in terp retatio n of th e phrase " In a ­ 
bility to discharge th e pow ers and d u ties of said 
office.” 
O ur organic law* provides th a t w hen 
th e 
President 
shall 
suffer 
from such 
ina­ 
bility th e Presidential office shall devolve upon 
th e V ice-President, who was him self u n d er like cir­ 
cum stances to give place to such officer as Congress 
m ay by law appoint to act as President. 
1 have set 
forth num erous interesting inquiries w hich are su g ­ 
gested bv these w ords of th e C onstitution. 
They 
were fully 9tated on m y first com m unication to 
Congress, and have been the subject of freq u en t 
discussion in th a t body. 
It is greatly to be hoped 
th a t these m om entous questions will find s¡»eedv so­ 
lution, lest an em ergency may a r se w hen a long d o - 
lay w ill be im possible, and any determ ination, alb eit 
th e w isest, m ay furnish cause for an x iety and alarm . 


CONCLUSION,- 
F ir the reason fully stated in m y last annual 
m essage, I repeat my recom m endation that Oongresa 
proposes an am endm ent to th a t provision of th e 
C onstitution which prescribes th e form alities for th e 
en actm ent of laws w hereby, in respect to bills for 
th e appropriation of public m oney, th e Executive 
m ay be enaM td, while giving his approval to ¡«ar­ 
ticular item*, to interpose his veto as to such others 
a? do n ot com m end them selves to his judgm ent. 
The fourteenth am endm ent of th e C onstitution 
confers th e right* of cl iz.nshi,» upon all persons 
b o ra or naturalized in the U nited S ;ates and su b ­ 
ject to th e jurisdiction thereof. 
It was th e special 
purpose of th is am endm ent to insu re m em bers of 
th e colored race th e full enjoym ent of civil and po­ 
litical rights. 
Certain statu to ry provisos, intended 
to secure th e enforcem ent of th»x*e rights, have been 
recently declared uncom t'ratio n al by the Suprem e 
C ourt. 
Any legislation whereby Congress may law ­ 
fully supplem ent the guarantees winch the C im sti- 
tion affords for th e eq u al enjoym ent by all the citi­ 
zens i f th e U nited S tates of every right, privilege 
and im m unity of citizenship will receive my unhesi­ 
tatin g approval.

T here were

and 1,621 were discontinued. 
Th« total num ­ 
ber of offices .1 un** 39.1883, was 47.863, being 
an increase of 1,632 over the w hole num ber 
existin g Ju n e 31), 1882. 
T he num ber of 
Pcstt fficep, known as Presidential offices, or 
to w hich the Postm aster is appointed f y the 
President, w*?. .Tune 30, 1883, 2.143. 
Tbe 
rem aining 45 720 ar¿ appointed by the Post* 
m cster-(ieu era\ 
The free delivery system was in operation 
in 154 cities, 42 of which were new ly estab­ 
lished ores, and 3 680 carrier-» were em ployed. 
T he total cost of the free delivery service was 
$3.173,336 51 
T be receipts for postage on 
local m atter in these 15-1 ctfices was $4 105,­ 
230 52, m aking an excels of postage on local 
m atter in those cities having the free d eliv ­ 
ery 8> stem of $1,021 SOI 01. 
The num ber of 
m ail letters delivered was 342,013.750; m ail 
postal cards, 86,133,228; local letters, 104,­ 
437,146 ; local postal cards, 60,472,103 ; regis­ 
tered letters delivered, 2,830,203 ; and new s­ 
papers, 203,568.005. l'he present iaw provides 
for the establishm ent of th is service in places 
having a population of 20,000, or at p"8t- 
officea whoso groes revenue tor the preceding 
fi- cal year am ounted to $20,000, 
T he service 
should be established and extended, says the 
Postm aster-G eneral, as rapidly as the in ter­ 
ests and convenience of the pnbiic require, 
and it is for Conprees to determ ine what ex ­ 
tension of the system is called for at present, 
Tho present status of the star per v ic e ‘•hows 
for 1883 a cost of $4 730,478, w ith 77.398 782 
m iles of anrual transportation, against a coat 
of $7,321,490, w ith 76,070 905 m iles of an­ 
nual transportation, in 1880, being an in ­ 
crease frcm 1880 *>f 1,927,787 m iles of trans­ 
portation and $2,582,021 decrease in cost. 
This service is now all perform ed under con­ 
tracts nuHie upon proposals subm itted in re- 
sporse to advertisem ents. 
Su its have been 
ordered brought for the recovery of m oneys 
fraudulently obtained for expedited service. 
On the 30th of Ju n e last there were 5,927 
m oney order otficep, by w hich orders were 
issued to the am ount of $125 047 238 42 dur­ 
in g the year, and $120,407,468 83 paid out 
upon orders.

It is recom m ended th at the w eight for sin­ 
gle letter postage be changed from half an 
ounce to one ounce ; th at four ounces, instead 
of tw o ounces, be perm ited to pass through 
the m ails for one ceot. and opposes any re­ 
duction in the present tw o-cent rate for drop- 
letters in cities where the free-car.ier system 
is in operation. 
T he question as to the powers of Congress, 
under ih e C onstitution, to establish 
and 
m aintain a postal telegraph system is dis­ 
cussed som ew hat at length, and such power, 
it is claim ed, resides in C ongress; but, inas­ 
much as such a departure w culd greaily in ­ 
crease the patronage < f the G overnm ent, the 
Postm aster-G eneral thinks it would he a dan­ 
gerous experim ent. 
T he report upon the 
su tject conclude* ns follows : 
•• I have en ­ 
deavored to m aintain the authority of Con­ 
gress to assum e c o n tr o l«f the telegraph be­ 
cause it has been, and still is, seriously d is­ 
puted. 
T ne existing com panies operate their 
line* polely for tbe pntpot¡e of m aking m oney, 
and w hile it is doubtless true that their ratee, 
a» a w hole, are unna«onab!»% y et in view of 
w hat has already been said, I do not th ink the

aw ay w ith th e causes for d esertio n .” T his 


leads him to th e recom m endation to in ­ 
crease th e pay. 
I t should be done, 
and 
besides tb s m en w ho do labor for th e G ov­ 
ern m en t a t posts should be paid for it in 


addition ju st as m uch as th e G overnm ent 
w ould have to pay w orkm en to perform 


th e sam e duties. 
T he soldier is not, or 
should n o t be called upon to do agricutl- 


u ral labor, to cu t and haul wood, to build

The attending physician says 
he would have died even if bo had reached 
K ansas City, his system was so saturated 
w ith the disease.

DISEASED 
MEAT. 


E d s. R ecokd-U niox : W e are both sur­ 
prised and pained a t your report of the ex­ 
pressions of m em bers of the B oard of H ealth 
about diseased m eat, as given in your issue 
of the 31 instant. One m em ber of the Board 
says he is inform ed th a t large quantities of 
diseased m eat is 
being daily distributed 
among consum ers of Sacram ento. 
A second 
says his investigations a year ago justifies 
him in corroborating the inform ation, and a 
third lends force to the charge by relating an 
interview w ith a butcher who felt surprised 
a t Bnyone eating m utton chops, since daring 
or after dry seasons sheep were invariably 
poisoned by abscesses, etc., and consequently 
rendered unfit for eating purposes. Positively 
this is a charge at once sweeping and hum ili­ 
ating to butchers and dealers in m eat. 
Cer­ 
tainly the learned members of the Board did 
not fully consider the gravity of the charge 
before announcing it to the public. H ad they 
done so they m ust have anticipated w hat a 
sericus injustice it m ust work to all honest 
proprietors of retail m eat m arkets. 
If m em ­ 
bers of the Board have been inform ed th at 
diseased is being palm ed off 
for 
sound 
m eat, 
they 
certainly 
m ust 
have 
been 
inform ed also who tbe perpetrators are. W hy, 
then, do they not give publicity to their 
names, and let them alone suffer for so grossly 
violating the rules of health. 
Coming as it 
does from a body of gtntleuien noted for 
their intelligence, this statem ent will be ac­ 
cepted and believed by every citizen who 
reac’s the m orning paper, the illiterate and 
educated alike, and every m eat m erchant of 
Sacram ento will be sprinkled w ith the odium 
thereof. 
T his is very wrong. 
The innocent 
should not suffer for tbe guilty. 
If there 
lives in Sacram ento to-day the proprietor of 
a retail m eat m arket or a slaughter-house 
who does, knowingly, b arter in diseased 
m eat of any kind, and the m em bers of the 
B oard of H ealth, or anyone else, are aware 
of such actions, let them be brought to the 
surface.

ence teaches us th a t Bheep are never so 
healthy as during or after m oderately dry 
seasons, and instead cf being poisoned by ab ­ 
scesses, their flesh is usually of the most 
wholosome character.

The Master then, turning to the Grand 
Oveiseer, turned the building over to the 
State Grange. 
The Grand Overseer, Mr. Johnston, on be­ 
half of the State Grange, accepted, and spoke 
as fellows : 
Worthy Master and Patrons : The custom of cele­ 
brating the completion of public buildings by some 
formal ceremony is as old as the art of architecture. 
The custom of formally dedicating: halls or buildings 
erected for special purposes to the purpose for which 
they are designed is equally venerable. We follow, 
therefore, the most established precedents in cele­ 
brating the occupancy of this beautiful hall by dedi­ 
cating it to the use of the Order of the Patrons of 
Husbandry. As that family is more closely bound 
together by home and household ties that gathers 
nightly around its own hearth stone and beneath its 
own roof-tree, so that society is more firmly estab 
lished that meets within its own walls. I congratu­ 
late you upon the wise forethought that prompted 
you to provide yourselves with this beautiful Grange 
heme ; and I trust that not only you, but j*our chil­ 
dren and your children’s children, will meet here in 
fraternal amity, and that the spirit of discord, con­ 
tention or ill-will may never cross your threshold. 
The organization in whose interest aud honor we 
have assembled to day, though of recent and rapid 
growth, was not the creation of a night, and cannot 
perisn in a day. Founded upon the necessi­ 
ties of husbandry, if we are true to its principles 
and true to ourselves, it cannot pass away u.itil 
those necessities nave been answ ered and its benefi­ 
cent work performed. Like water from a never- 
failing fountain, it will lighten the labor of the hus­ 
bandman, make fruitful fields more productive, and 
the barren wastes to bloom. E -ery advance in the 
world's pi ogress has been made by the combined 
efforts of men» exerted through organization. In 
the infancy of the human race the necessities of 
mankind compelled them ¿o associate for mutual 
assistance end protection 
The earliest form of 
these organizations v.-aa doubtless of a family or 
tribal character. In time they became stronger, 
more compact and more extensive, until hundreds of 
millions ol people were sometimes embraced within 
the same governmental organization. Subordinate to 
these, similarity of belief, of aspiration and of inter­ 
est has, in every age and country, in like manner, 
induced or compelled the formation of religious, 
educational and protective associations, as numerous 
and as various as the necessities that gave them 
birth. The history of the world is but the history 
of organization and demonstrates alike its necessity 
and its beneficence. In all the organizations of the 
past, woman has been practically either exclud­ 
ed or ignored. This Order, the last and grandest out­ 
growth of the necessities of mankind, admits to a 
full ar.d equal participation in its mysteries, its in­ 
struction», and its benefits. To it belongs the honor 
of recognizing her equal rights, and of calling to its 
councils her finer perceptions and intuitions. The 
Grange door swings inward as readily at the goo tie 
touch of woman as to the sudden knock of man. 
bhe is conducted not to a silent and humble seat in 
its congregation, but is given an equal voi e in its 
councils, and sharts with her brother its most ex­ 
alted honors. Every nation of antiquity, sufficiently 
enlightened or cultured to p >»scss a religion or a lit­ 
erature,represented the beneficent attributes of Deity, 
the virtues that adorn human charae.er, and the 
genial influences of uature, under the name and the 
graceful form of woman. 
Rut for woman herself 
they had little consideration. Her rights wc re limited 
to the capricious concessions of her lord or master, 
and her privileges were held upon the uncertain 
tenure of his will. Rut God he thanked ! Her day 
of deliverence has come at last. This noble Order 
bears her up upon its strong right arm, and holds 
above htr its 9hield of protection. 
We recognize 
and will defend her title to this position, and ask 
of her in turn to strengthen us by her sympathy, 
and encourage us by the elevating and refining in­ 
fluence of her presence. She represents with 
us the Faith, the Hope, and the Chanty of the Or­ 
der. Our altar would lack its chiefest consecration 
if not blessed and endowed hy her. Will she, there­ 
fore, lay thereon her offerings, and invoke the bless­ 
ings of ]*.-ace, prosperity and perpetuity upon our 
Order? Refore proceeding to dedicate this hall to 
the use of Patrons of Husbandry, let us all rever­ 
ently unite with our Chaplain in invoking the Divine 
blessing on our work. So one lives in so close com­ 
munion with the Creator as the tiller {of the soil. 
To him the mysterious and wonderful processes of 
growth and development constantly preach of man’s 
dtj>emlence upon Divine aid, and the ripened 
grain 1k>ws its head in acknowledgment of 
the truth that, though Paul may have planted and 
Apollis may have watered, it is God who has given 
the increase. The erection of our altar has been 
left until this time that all might reverently join in 
the elevation of this emblem of our faith in God, 
our hi»pe for His continued blessing and protection, 
and our practice of that charity w hich He has com­ 
mended as the greatest of the \irtues. Ry virtue 
of the authority in me vested, and in the name of 
the State Grange of California, I hereby dedicate 
this hall to the use and purposes of the Order of the 
Patrons of Husbandry ; and mav faith inspire, hope 
sustain, and charity ever characterize the work and 
counsels of this Grange. Worthy M aster: Having 
formally dedicated this hall to the use and purjioees 
of the Order >-f Patrons of Husbandry, I now re­ 
turn to you the keys thereof, thereby restoring it to 
the possession of your Grange. 1 trust that the 
State Grange will never have occasion to take them 
again into its possession, and that this Grange will 
ever guard its doors against the admission of the 
disqualified and unworthy. 
At the conclusion of the remarks of Mr. 
Johnston the Master instructed the Stewards 
to bring in the altar. Tt i* they did, deposit­ 
ing the same in the center of the ball. A 
rap from the gavel of the Master brought the 
audience of 400 people to their feet. The 
officers of the Grange took their places in a 
circle around the altar, aud a most appro­ 
priate prayer was offered up to the Supreme 
Grand Master hy the Chaplain, K. Daven­ 
port. Tne choir, which, by the way, was 
composed of thirteen excellent vocalists, sang 
an ode appropriate to the rccasion. Ceres, 
Pomona and Flora next deposited their offer­ 
ings of grain, fruit and fl >wers, the products 
of the field, upon the altar. As each pre­ 
sented tbeir gift they quoted iu loud, clear 
and distinct tones appropriate passages from 
the manual of the Grange, as laid down for 
such occasions. 
The audience was seated, and again a 
bfftutifu) anthem was sung by the choir 
of Sacramento Grange. Tne key» of the 
structure,

formalities of 
the dedication, bad been transferred from the 
Architect to the Master, ard from the Mas­ 
ter to the Oveisfer. The key» were now re­ 
turned by the Overt eer to the Master, and by 
the la't^r to the Steward of the Grange, and 
Mr. Johnston announced that the dedicatory 
cerem nit-s were ended. He said, however, 
that ihe ever patriotic citizens of Sacra 
meats had made a beautiful gift to the 
Grange, and that his Honor the Mayor was 
present to make the presentation. He then 
led forth the Hon. John Q. Brown, who was 
greeted with applause. Mr. Brown spoke as 
follows : 
Wor.hy Mister, Officers, Ladies and Gentlemen of 
Sacramento Grange, A\o 12 : In acknowledging the 
compliment you have paid me by an invitation to 
participate in the ceremonies to day, I assure you 
that 1 feel honored, and am delighted and pleased 
beyond measure at the surroundings. 
This beautiful and eutatantial structure, with all 
its complete appointment*, reared by your combined 
industry and joint management, speaks volumes for 
¿ho prosperity and rapidly-increasing interests you 
rep eeent in Sacrum nto county, ami the confidence 
you have shown in the future permanency of our 
city by placing it in our very center, is indeed 
gratifying to us all. 
The 
noble 
ca'ling 
you represent, that of Granger, is ancient, 
honorable and independent. The Granger is the me 
amongst us of all other calling* that wc have to de­ 
pend on almost for our very existence ; everything, 
from the potato to the finest fabric, from the foam- 
ng lager be. r to the sparkling Muscatel, is raised 
from the soil by the Granger. Everything that 
shelters us, all the material that has been used in 
the construction of this permanent and substantial 
edifice, came from mother earth, manipulated by the 
handiwork of man and woman, and our being here 
to-day to dedicate the completion of this handiwork 
shows conclusively what combined industry ami co­ 
operative management may accomplish. 
We are told that Adam and Eve, after leaving 
that paradise, the Garden of Eden, commenced as 
Grangers, and go multiplied and prospered that to­ 
day their offspring occupies almost the entire globe 
upon w hich we reside, and makes almost its entire 
surface bring forth yearly products, that not only 
s itfices to maintain life aud all ordinary comforts, 
hut also enables mankind to cultivate the arts and 
sciences, to ir.&kc for their gratijic «tion and admira­ 
tion beautiful homelike farms, l> rear solenoid 
cities, to build stately ships of commerce, that go to 
and fro on the broad oceans, carrying in exchange 
the products of one count r> to the other, tneri. by 


adding multiplied comforts, luxuries and happiness 
to the whole people of the earth. 
Following down that offspring from century to 
cet tury during the prehistoric ages, we come to an 
era of about one hundred years ago, at which date 
we find a handful of patriot Grangers resolving that 
the soil of these United States of America should be 
cultivated free and untrammeled from any imposed 
burdens laid down by the dictation of their brothers 
in foreign lands. In order to carry out those re­ 
solves it "was necessary for them to adopt a banner 
under which they could rally.

1 have the honor to represent, that Sacramento 
Grange, No. 12, may always be, as she was on the 
last Fourth of July, foremost in her efforts to do 
honor to the memory of those pat riot Grangers who 
gave us the rights, privileges and blessings we enjoy 
under the protecting folds of this beautiful flag. 
Accept it, sir, with this injunction, that you do at 
all times and under all circumstanc s uphold, main­ 
tain and guard the principles it represents, as you 
would your household treasury—guard them as you 
would your sacred honor. 
The Maeter, O. S. Flint, replied to the 
Mayor in the following eloquent remarks : 
Mr. Mayor : It is with feelings of great pride and 
satisfaction that we accept at your hands this beau­ 
tiful prize, which the citizens of Sacramento have so 
generously offered, and which I believe we have 
fair.y won. We regard it as a token of the respect 
and appreciation in which the members of our Or­ 
der and the farmers generally are held by the dwell­ 
ers of the city. It ¡9 also au evidence to us that the 
principles and objects of the Patrons of Husbandry 
are becoming better understood, and that they are 
not regarded as antagonistic to the welfare of thoáe 
engaged in pursuits other than agriculture. Tne 
principles which we teach here, if properly carried 
out, must result iu the elevation and enlightenment 
of the entire human family. All trades and profes­ 
sions are necessary to the happiness and wellbeing 
of humanity, and the sooner the w ants and rights of 
each are fully understood the better It w ill be for their 
followers and the smoother will run the wheels of 
the great social machine. 
To obtain what we believe to be justly due us is 
of course one of our chief objects ; but even this 
pales when compared with the social and educa­ 
tional advantages of our institution, for here we 
seek to build up A’bat in the city exists from force 
of circumstances. We endeavo.* to cultivate and 
strengthen a friendly and pleasant relation among 
tillers of the soil, and to educate the young in the 
ways and methods of the world, that their future 
paths may be traveled with more ease and pleasure.

May its star» shine 
until their companions in heaven grow dim, and its 
stripes reflect back the red glow of the morning 
light until the sun shall fail to rise. 
This tlig to day will be baptized in the breeze, and 
upon every festive occasion of the Order it shall 
float above us, and wave out to the inhabitants of 
the city around us a kindly greeting from Sacra­ 
mento Grange. 
We extend to you, sir, to the celebration commit­ 
tee, and to the citizens at large, our cordial and 
hearty thanks for the beautiful present you have be­ 
stowed upon us, and hope that the pleasant relatious 
now existing muy long continue. 
Worthy Steward, you will uow take this flag to its 
staff over the tall and throw it to the breeze, and 
may it float there as a memento of this occasion un­ 
til the eyes which now behold it shall have lost their 
luster, and these walls shall have crumbled into 
dust. 
J. V. Webster, Secretary of the Staie 
Grange, addressed the assemblage, briefly re­ 
viewing the history of the Order, which has 
cow been in existence sixteen years. 
When tne ceremony of the presentation 
wTae concluded the Granger»’ invited guests 
weie lnd to the banquet hall, in the rear of 
the building, where they were seated to a 
bountiful harvest feast.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 
The Board of Police Commissioners met at 
the Police Court at 2 p. m. yesterday, all the 
members present. 
Mayor Brown, in hia 
opening remarks, said the meeting was called 
for the transaction of such business as might 
be brought before it, and thought that the 
Board should meet for consultation more fre­ 
quently. 
In responee to a question of the Mayer’s 
the Csptain of the Police said he had no 
complaints to make—the officers, one and all, 
were doing their duty, and obeying the in­ 
structions of the Commissioners. 
The Mayor said he had heard rumors of 
unofficial conduct on the part of the Captain 
of the Police, but that they were of such a 
nature he could not at present prefer charges. 
He reviewed at length the gambling ordi­ 
nance, and the causes that led to its passage, 
the bold step that the majority 
of 
the Board took to enforce 
it, 
etc. 
He said he had no personal feeling in the 
matter whatever. He had but one object, 
and that was to see that citizens’ interest» 
were properly 
cared for. He said that the 
gambling ordinance worked well; it brought 
in a revenue of $8,000 per annum, and he was 
assured by those who made gambling a busi­ 
ness that since the passage of the licensing 
Act there had been a marked decrease around 
the faro tables of young and business men. 
They would not take the chances of beiug 
discovered at the gaming table when the 
same was open to public inspection. He held 
that the Commissioners had a right to direct 
the affairs of the police department, and as 
long as he was in the majority he should di­ 
rect, and when he was in the minority be 
would gracefully submit. 
Judge Henry indorsed the remarks of the 
Mayor, and said ho hoped to see all matters 
speedily harmonized, the force work well to­ 
gether and be as efficient as possible. 
Chief Karcher said not a word, and there 
being no further business before the Commis­ 
sioners, they adjourned to 2 r. M. Thursday. 
After the adjournment, City Attorney 
Anderson, in conversation with the Mayor, 
charged that the Captain of the police force 
had been interfering with the prosecution of 
the Chinese murderers; had thrown every 
obstacle he could in the way of the prosecu­ 
tion, and he did not propose to allow it any 
longer. He thought the authority of the 
Chief should be restored. The Mayor re­ 
plied that the Chief hod insulted the Com­ 
missioners grossly. He had even gone so far 
as to call the Judge of the Police Court from 
the bench down to the office of the city prison 
for the sole purpose of insulting him. He 
thought that the Chief should apologize to 
the Commissioners for his uugentlemanly 
conduct, and must do so befóte the present 
government of the force would be changed iu 
the least.

REPORT OF TBE SECRBTART OF TBE 
INTERIOR. 


The report of Secretary Teller is an ex­ 
ceedingly im portant docum ent. 
Its m ors im ­ 
portant suggestions m ay be th tu epitom ized : 
INDIAN IJCESTION. 
The Indian reservations to be reduced to 
agricnltural and tim ber needs of Indians, and 
the title ve-,ted in the tribe occupying. 
The Indian to be disarm ed. 
The Ird ia n to be provided w ith husband­ 
m an's tools and given Btock to sta rt him , and 
be m ade to depend upon him self, for the I n ­ 
dian is capable of it. 
The Indian race hae inherent ctrength, and 
will not die out if given the tools of civiliza­ 
tion and taught to use them . 
Gam e is too 
scarce to longer subsist the red m an, and he 
m ust be m ade to earn his living. 
Cease treating w ith the tribes, and recog­ 
nize Indians r. ■ other men are recognized, and 
hold them to like accountability. 
A dm it the Indian to citizenship whenever 
he is fit for it. 
Encourage the Indian schools and establish 
more. 
P ay up to the tribes all back dues. 
Give 
them the m oney so long dne under the con­ 
tract to furnish them w ith stock for farms. 
U se tbe m oney so long due for Indian edu­ 
cation to establish new schools. 
M ake t-ade, or m anual labor schools, a 
specialty. 
The nation will expend less by these modes 
than by direct appropriations to feed lazy In ­ 
dians, as now. 
By degrees teach the In d ian his d u ty as a 
husband, and th a t he m ust abandon polyg­ 
amy. 
Establish 
“ Courts of Indian Offenses,” 
presided over by Indians. 
One has been set 
up already, and promises well. 
Create a civilization fund for use at the 
discretion cf the D epartm ent to employ 
farm ers, m echanics and others, to teach the 
Indian the m ethods of self-support. 
M ake a fund to pay the fees of hom estead 
entries by Indians. 
The G overnm ent to keep its contract long 
since m ade, and for which it received consid­ 
eration, to build houses tor Indians not hav­ 
ing them , and to furnish each w ith a yoke of 
oxen, cows, seeds, etc. 
Leave tne A pache prisoners to the W ar 
D epartm ent for the preset t. 
Buy the lands of the San Carles reserva­ 
tion, on wbicb coal and silver mines have been 
discovered. 
K eep f*ith w ith the Navejoes, an indus­ 
trious trit e, and pay them the money due 
them , or enough to purchase seeds and agri­ 
cultural im píam ente for them . 
Dispose of 3,000,000 acres of the Crew 
reservation, uud leave tbe Crows sufficient 
for agricultural needs. 
M «ke im m ediate appropriation for support 
of the 12,000 Blackfeet Indians, before they 
are driven to steal cattle to save themselves 
from starvation, aDd to enable them to stock 
their own ranges and become self-supporting. 
Give Moses’ baud the m eans to become 
self-supporting, if it will move to the Colville 
reservation. 
The agreem ent recommended 
is to buiid them a sawm ill and grist-m ill, a 
boardlog-sehoo! for one hundred children, and 
allow Moses §100 a year for life. 
T here are 2,907 industrious, semi-civilized 
Mission Indians in California, who have been 
wronged and driven from their homes and 
lands and reduced to wretchednees. 
Give 
them good laud w ith a title iu fee, and aid 
them to sta rt anew w ith stock and tools of 
the farm . 
LAND OFFICE. 
The nation haB dispised of, under ail laws, 
of public lands, 19.430,032 acres. 
Total re­ 
ceipts, $11,713,883 70. 
Ui this sum, §625,­ 
404 27 was on account cf sale* of Indian 
land*. 
Inereaso of receipts in 1S83 over 1882, 
S3 319,367 66 
Increase of claims recorded 
in 1883 over 18S2, 55,548. 
A bandon and repeal the pre-em ption law, 
the hom estead laws being sufficient. 
As to lapsed raitroa 1 land grants, the de­ 
partm ent is powerless to restore them to the 
public domain. 
The whole m atter is one for 
legislation. 
The G overnm ent cannot declare 
a railroad grant forfeited—Congrtss m ust do 
it, if at all, by legislation. 
U nder the A ct of J u ly 2, 1864, am ending 
the A ct of Ju ly 1, 1862, aud the A ct of Ju ly 
31, 1876, relative to prepaym ent of costs for 
selection end survey of railroad lands, much 
dom ain, by failure to pay and take patents, 
is kept from taxation. 
Gongress should, by 
legislation, devise m eans to correct the m at­ 
ter. 
PENSIONS.

P aym ents should te m artelo 
pensioners m onthly so they will have no need 
to snave their claims, os so m aoy are cow 
forced to do. 
PATENTS. 
The statistic* of the P aten t Office are given 
in fall. 
The work of the i ffice steadily ¡n- 
creas“s. 
The receipte for 1883 over 1882 were 
$165,000. 
The force is insufficient, and the 
work of the office greatly in arrears. 
The 
salarie» of exau iners and their assistants 
should be increased. 
Good exam iners can, 
with their abilities, get better wages in other 
walk*, and the G oternm eut cannot, there­ 
fore, keep them .

REPORT OF TBR SECRETARY OF WAR. 


P a c k in g C ut F lo w er s.— D uring a year 
I receive som e hundreds of boxes of flow­ 
ers from all p arts of E urope, and in seven 
cases o u t of ten these flow ers are com ­ 
p letely ruined by being p ick ed in d ry cot­ 
to n wool. 
Of all packing m aterial for deli­ 
cate blossom s, it is th e w orst I know . T he 
b est is clean, fresh wood m oss (hypnum ), 
and a little tissue paper m ay be w rapped 
aronnd each flower, w hen large, o r around 
th e clusters or bunches w hen Bmall. 
If 
m oss be not at hand, th en soft, green leaves 
are preferable to cotton w o o l; or th e good 
flowers m ay lie carefully arranged am ong 
com m oner ones w ith o u t any packing ex ­ 
cep t a w et new spaper ; b e tte r still, b lo t­ 
ting paper a t top and bottom of th e box or 
basket. 
N early all flowers are b e tte r c a t 
in th e bud stage, ju s t before opening. 
So 
cut, th ey pack m ore tirm ly, and trav el 
m ore securely th a n w hen fully expanded, 
and th u s give far m ore satisfaction on th eir 
arrival. 
T he bnds of 
daffodils, 
irises, 
w ater lilies, roses, gladioli, tulips, poppies, 
etc., never carry safely unless packed iu 
som e m oist m oss or fresh leaves, aud in th e 
bud stag e.—[T he G arden, 


T he Secretary of W ar, R obert T . Lincoln, 
reports the expenditures of the fiscal year 
IS® to h are been $49,791,055 42, and $1,663,­ 
151 39 wa* credited besides to the subsidized 
railroads for transportation. 
T he appropriations for the fiscal year 1884 
am ount to $31 766,952 03, of which $2,641,­ 
928 07 is fur the Signal Service and m iscella­ 
neous objects. 
The estim ates for the fiscal 
year 18S5 are $44 3S6.206 7S. 
This contem ­ 
plates the addition of fifty additional clerks 
in the Signal Office. 
F o r the Signal Service 
$3 278,926 42 is required. 
The Secretary recom m ends th a t regim ents 
of iiifantry be composed hereafter of twelve 
com panies, m aking three battalions of four 
companies each, and in tim e of peace b u t two 
of the battalions to be m aintained on a war 
footing, while the third battalion, w ith a full 
com p.em ert of cflk-ere, be a nucleus for re­ 
cruits. 
This would enable a large effective 
fores to be put into the field on shert notice 
by m erely enlisting enough private soldiers to 
fill the ranks. 
In 1883 an additional com pany hae been 
equipped in each artillery regim ent as a light 
battery, so there are now ten light batteries. 
Quiet m arked the history of the arm y in 
1883, broken only by the Indian difficulty in 
Arizona. 
A n agreem ent has been m ade be­ 
tw een the W ar and Interior D epartm ents 
giving G eneral Crook the police control of all 
Indians on the San Carlos r cervation. 
G en­ 
eral Sherm an, eays the Secretary, believes if 
G eneral Crook is perm itted to m anage the 
A paches in his own way, all war3 will cease 
in Arizona, and w ith them will disappear the 
com plicated Indian question. 
There were 3,600 desertions from the arm y 
in the fiscal year 1883. The S ecretary recom ­ 
mends increase of the pay of private soldiers 
to $16 per m onth. 
T he ret orts concerning the M ilitary A cad­ 
em y are flattering. 
The A djutant-G eneral recom m ends that 
enlisted men who have served for 35 years be 
retired in full pay of the grade filled on re­ 
tirem ent. 
A gratifying progress in responding to re- 
qnrsLs for inform ation in pension aDU other 
claim s is ieported. 
H e details the statistics relative to the Sol­ 
diers’ H om es. 
In the G overnm ent H oep'tal 
for the Insane there sre 46 inm ates from the 
arm y. 
There is no change w orthy of note in the 
conduct of the affairs of the M ilitary Prison 
at F o rt Leavenw orth. 
The statistics of the B ureau of M ilitary 
Justice are given, and are unim portant. 
The Q uarterm asttr-U eiieral’s D epartm ent, 
at the beginning of the last fiscal year, had 
to its credit the sum cf $1,182,239 65, and 
at tbe close of [he year had an unexpended 
balance. 
There have been authorized ninety new 
buildings, at an eetim ated cos, of $147,178. 
Steoe have been taken for the erection of 
the L o t Springs H ospital for $85,335, the 
lowest bid. 
A s the Indian difficulties are eo nearly set­ 
tled, and Indian w ars very unlikely, the 
economy of the arm y will be increased by 
assem bling the troops at im portant points in 
larger, perm anent garrisons, and their effi­ 
ciency will be prom oted. 
Of fifty railroads iu debt to the U nited 
S tates for m aterial fold to them in 1865-6, 
forty-six have settled their debts. 
A* to the 
other four, it is d m b i ful if a settlem ent will 
eVer be reached. 
T he arm y has 16,400 3nimals. 
I t sold in 
1883, 936 cavalry and artillery horses, 123 
draught hors 
and 553 m ules. 
The other 
usual statistics of forage issues, wood, etc., 
are given. 
The G overnm ent lost $4,359 89 by loan of 
tents to sufferers by the M ississippi overflow. 
There are 83 national cernearías under the 
care of the Q uarterm aster’s D epartm ent. 
Tho statistics of the subsistence and m edical 
departm ents are given. 
T he P ay d ep art­ 
m ent accounts for $15,400,310 54. 
The Sec­ 
retary urges the repeal of the law refusing 
m ileage to officers traveling ou business over 
L e d g ran t roads. 
Especial attention of Congress is called to 
the E ngineer reporls relative to our coast de­ 
fenses. 
O ur sea coast and its great cities and 
harbors are defenseless to-day against assault 
by a modern iroDclad. 
The Secretaiv say* 
it is hum iliating to even im agine the m ortifi­ 
cation, loss of life, property, and prestige to 
which we would be subject should war come 
suddenly upon ns, as the histo -y of nations 
shows m ay happen at any tim e. 
I t is a 
m atter not only of pruderce, bnt of absolute 
necessity, th a t our coast defenses, so loDg 
neglected, should be built up a t once. 
There was in the treasury N ovem ber 1, 
18S3, for im proving harbors and rivers, an 
unu3ed am ount in the sum of $7,417,092 38. 
Concerning the im provem ent cf the South 
Pass of tbe M ississippi, the Secretary says up 
to Septem ber 9, 1S83, there was no failure of 
m aintenance of the channel. 
The am ount 
eipended to th a t date was $4,850,OCX 
An 
appropriation ia needed to m ake surveys and 
m easurem ents of w ater depth required by 
w, and the widths of the channels m ain­ 
, 'ned at the South Pass. 
D uring the year 33,621 sm all arm s were 
m anufactured at the Sprjagfield A rm ory. The- 
magazino guns are in process cf construction. 
M uch attention has te e n given by the Ord­ 
nance B ureau in m aking, testing and convert­ 
ing riflpd cannon according to tho A ct of 
M arch 3,1883. 
I t wa* found the forgings for 
steel tubes and jicket* for eD ht-inch guns 
cannot be produced in this c u rtry , and they 
had to be ordered from E ngland. 
Liberal support of the Signal Service is 
urged by the Secretary. 
M ere reference to the facte is made to the 
Proteus and Y antic relief expeditions, but in 
a supplem ent to .he report it is added th a t no 
new expedition will be sent to the relief of 
L ieu tenant G reely this year, as it is deemed 
impossible to reach him yot.

More attention th .n ever before is being 
given in m any Spates to the im provem ent of 
the m ilitia. 
U nited S tates officers are rent, 
whenever 
asked tor, to attend m ilitia en­ 
cam pm ents and instruct and advise. 
The 
Secretary urges Congress to give substantial 
encouragem ent to the form ation of volunteer 
m ilitia organ-'zstious in every State, as the 
Seer tary puts it, “ ny lib-’ral appropriations 
to supply the necessary arm*, equipm ent?, 
tents, am m unition, and other ordnance store». 
W ith our ¡¡mail standing arm y, onr m siu de­ 
pendence for public defeLee m ast he on our 
m iiitia ; and the wisdom of the com para­ 
tively im iil exnenditure which would encour­ 
age their organizstion, and tbeir efficiency in 
drill and discipline, seems apparent. 
Iu the 
!a*t Congress a bill on this subject was re­ 
ported from the Senate Com m ittee on M ili­ 
tary Affairs (8. 1,596), by which it was con­ 
tem plated that, in lieu of the annual sum of 
$200.000 provided by the A ct of the 23d of 
A pril, 1S0S, the sum of $600,000 should be 
annually 
appropriated, the 
purposes for 
which it should be used being m ote extended 
than under the provisions of the old A ct, 
A 
careful consideration of the proposed A ct 
leads to the belief th a t its enactm ent would 
be a great public .benefit, srnl 1 strongly 
recom m end the passage of such a law .” 


HIS OWN EXE0UT0B. 


W h e n 
a nd W h e r e W as tiif. F ir st 
G as L ig h t U sed ?— I t is n o t easy to say 
“ w here gas w as tirst used for illum inating 
purposes.” 
F low s of n a tu ral gas th a t will 
give lig h t by com bustion have been know n 
for h undreds of years ; b u t concerning dis­ 
tillatio n of illum inating ga9 from coal, the 
earliest published account we are aw are of 
w as given by Dr. H ales in E ngland in 1726. 
I t ¡9 said, how ever, th a t th e Rev. Jo h n 
C layton had previously described a pro ­ 
cess of d istillatio n from coal ga* for the 
sam e purpose prior to th e year 1691. N o th ­ 
ing practical appears to have come from 
tn u , b u t in the year 1792 a M r. M urdoch, 
of R e d ru th , E ngland, conceived th e idea 
th a t gas m ig h t be m anufactured and con­ 
veyed in pipes for lig h tin g purposes, in a 
w av to displace lam ps and candles. 
In 
1797 he ex hibited publicly his results : in 
179S he co n stru cted ap p aratu s for lighting 
B oulton & W a tts ’ m achine shops, Soho, 
B irm ingham ; and in 1802 a com plete illu ­ 
m ination of th e shops w as exhibited. 
T he 
Lyceum T h eater, L ondon, w as lighted by 
gas in 1S03 -4; th e cotton m ills of Philips 
& Sons, M anchester, E ngland, in 1S13 ; the 
streets of W estm in ster in 1S14, and tw o 
years la te r (1816) th e gas lig h t had become 
com m on in L ondon. 
T he first gas-lighting 
on a large scale in P hiladelphia th a t we 
can speak of w ith certain ty was th a t in th e 
old 
M asonic 
H all, 
C hestnut, 
w est of 
S eventh. 
T he gas th ere used was distilled 
from resin, th e reto rta and cas-holder, or 
“ gasom eter,” as it w as called, being in a 
separate building on th e rear of th e lot 
fronting on w h at is now Ja v n e street. 
ThiB w as as early at least as 1834 and p er­ 
haps several 
years before. 
P hiladelphia 
C ity 's G as 
W orks w ere 
authorized 
in 
M arch, 1835, and gas furnished in 1S3C — 
pcsaibly in th e la tte r half of 1S35.— [P h il­ 
adelphia L edger.

L ondon, November 17, 18S3. 
Few male visitors to London are unac­ 
quainted with the neighborhood about 
l’icadilly circns and the top of the Hav- 
market, and many American ladies also 
know it, but the latter only go shopping 
there, and are, consequently, only ac­ 
quainted with its daylight character. At 
night it wears a different aepect. No re­ 
spectable woman should be seen in this 
locality after 8 or 9 o’clock, without an 
escort, and even with a protector she 
would better be in a cab than on the side­ 
walks, One sees here a miniature view of 
the gayest life of I’aris. The glare of the 
cafes, the rich and tasteful toilets of the 
females, and the man}- men to be seen in 
full evening dress, all remind you of that 
city, though, of course, the scene lacks 
much of the Parisian brilliancy. This 
panorama of gaiety begins when the ordi­ 
nary shops have closed, and its culmina­ 
tion and grand finale is reached when, half 
an hour after midnight, the mixed crowds 
pour out from the 
FASHIONABLE rLACKS OF ENTERTAINMENT. 
Then you witness sights such as one ought 
not to wish to see more than once in a life­ 
time. The Criterion side of Kegent street, 
below the circus, is one conglomerate mass 
of pleasure-seeking humanity—the sterner 
and gentler sexes mingling with the utmost 
abandon—the police seemiDg to have no 
higher mission than simply to keep the 
throng in motion. You may sing, swear, 
caress and utter the foulest talk, but you 
must move on. The females are young and 
elegantly diessed, and many of them, in 
the gaslight, seem to have pretty faces, but 
liquor aud shame have destroyed all sense 
of decency, and as yon watch their frolics 
you blush for the sex they disgrace. The 
men, I regret to say, are not all young, nor 
are the youngest the most reckless in their 
actions. One can excuse folly in those 
who know little of the world and have few 
obligations resting upon them, for the 
hope ia that age will teach them discretion. 
But 
MANY GRAY BEARDED SINNERS 
Are there—some, doubtless, having wives 
and daughters at home who regard them 
as gems of innocency. This scene is en­ 
acted nightly throughout the whole year. 
The characters chauge, hut the play goes 
on. A few weeks hence many of the male 
jiarticipants will have resumed habits of 
respectability. The older will have gone 
back to the bosoms of their unsuspecting 
families, and some of the younger may 
perchance have led lome pure maiden to 
the altar. Some of the females, too, will 
have gone, but the change for these will 
mean, not an upward, hut a downward 
career—a deeper plunge into the abyss of 
vice, or a plunge, it may be, in some mo­ 
ment of overwhelming despair, into the 
Thames. Occasionally, as a Week ago, 
this scene is varied by the introduction 
into it of additional elements of nproar- 
ousness and even of violence. That night 
the cafes were closed at 9 o’clock. Tney 
had to close in self-protection, for a mob 
of medical students took possession and 
were rapidly making kindling-wood of the 
furniture. Turned into the streets, these 
M. S.’s, whose ratnres could be better in­ 
dicated if the first letter in these initials 
were changed for an A, betook themselves 
to the noble pastime of smashing gentle­ 
men’s hats and of heaping greater indigni­ 
ties than usual upon the lucklees females 
who infest that neighborhood. The fun 
continued till the early morning, and no 
arrests were made, the explanation being 
that it wa3 the anniversary of the Prince 
of Wales’ birthday, aud that these gay 
young sports were given annual license to 
thns make merry over the event. On the 
same day occurred the 
PAGEANT OF THE NEW LORD MAYOR. 
To an American witnessing this show for 
the iirst time it was a sore disappointment. 
A few banners, a few bands, a few car­ 
riages, a few powdered lackeys, a gilded 
coach containing the great civic function­ 
ary whom the city was supposed to be hon­ 
oring, some representatives of the city’s 
business interests, a few emblems from the 
late International Fisheries Exhibition, 
and—that was all. No, it was not all, 
either, for in the demonstrations made by 
the mighty crowds witnessing the show 
one got an insight, anything but creditable 
to the country, into the anomalies which 
mark and mar '.he forms of government in 
vogue here. The strange spectacle was 
presented of the populace all along the line 
of march hissing the new Lord Mayor, and 
greeting the one whom the Court of Alder­ 
men had rejected with continuous cheers. 
Thus, evideutiy, the will of the pieople had 
been defeated, and this was their oniy 
means of redress. In Parliamentary af­ 
fairs it is largely the same. The II mse of 
Commons, far fioai being representative, 
is a packed body ; less so than formerly, 
but sufficiently so yet to lender it impos­ 
sible for the voice of the majority to find 
proper expression there. Thanks, how­ 
ever, to the present Liberal Government, 
the time is not far distant when both the 
! government of this city and the franchise 
of the nation at large will bs placed on a 
basis more ia accordance with common 
sense and nineteenth century ideas of 
progress. THE NEW HANG MASTER. 
The new sensation is Bmns—Binns the 
hutcher ; that is, the public executioner. 
To obeerve the wide spread interest taken 
in this man, one would imagine that ooe- 
ha‘f the people of these isles had some ex­ 
pectation of falling into his hands. He has 
dispatched three victims within the past 
w^ek ; and these first efforts, we are told, 
were very satisfactory. He ia said to be 
fully equal to Marwood, and no douhc he 
has an illustrious career before htm. Hav­ 
ing adopted the profession, as he declares 
he did, from a love for notoriety, he will 
not be disappointed. In his predecessor 
He may see h»w he will ho treated both in 
life and after death, and if he has an eya 
to business he can do a snug thing for his 
widow by laying in a large stock of per­ 
sonal relics, to be disposed of to the high­ 
est bidder. There was a lively time at the 
public auction of the 
EFFECTS OF OLD MARWOOD. 
The cup and saucer which he ordinarily 
us.'d realized $2 50 ; his purse, $7 50 ; his 
walking stick, 
75; his spectacles, 
$•2 75; the Gladstone traveling bag he 
used when on duty brought 815 ; a rope, 
S-2 50; a pair of stockings, 81 25 ; sundry 
neckties, 82 75 ; seven old hats, 50 cents; 
the India-rubber stamp with the inscrip­ 
tion, “ William Marwood, executioner,” 
$2 75 ; the tools from off his shoemaker's 
seat, 85; the seat, 811 25; a whisky 
flask, §2 75, and a Bible with antograpb, 
88 75. But neither executioners nor ex­ 
ecutions are what they used to be here. A 
table compiled by the Directors of Convict 
Prisons gives some cunons facts regarding 
the history of sentencos of death in Eng­ 
land and Wales duriDg the last fifty years. 


It appears that even as late as 1S33, when 
the table commences, bo common was it to 
pass sentences of this description for of­ 
fenses not of the gravest kind, that out of 
931 such sentences in that year only nine 
were for actual murder. Death sentences 
must, however, clearly have lost their 
peculiar terrors; for out of these 931 con­ 
demnations, with all their attendant 
SOLEMNITIES OF THE BLACK CAP 
And the Judge’s exhortations, the extreme 
penalty was really carried out in only 
thirty-three cases. The last year in which 
sentence of death was passed for a crime 
short of murder was 1874, when there was 
one sentence only. With this exception 
there has been no such case since 18C2. 
The enormous disproportion between sen­ 
tences and executions has long since disap­ 
peared, but the chance of a capital sen 
tence being carried out appears to be still 
in favor of the condemred, for in the four 
years from 1879 to 18S2, inclusive, there 
have been one hundred and seven con­ 
demnations, whereas the executions have 
been fifty-one only. In regard to crime, 
the whole 
NATION IS STANDING AGHAST 
Just now at the revelation made at the re­ 
cent Stafford Assizes of the condition of 
affairs in what is known as "The Black 
Country.” Black it appears to be in more 
reepects than .me. The Judge, in charging 
the Grand Jury, said he regretted to see 
the number of serious aud grievous charges 
of assaults upon females to he found in 
the calender. Tnere was, he observed, no 
circumstance wanting that could add hor­ 
ror to the crime committed, whether they 
regarded the age of the men—in one 
case 
a 
prisoner 
charged 
with 
a 
criminal assault was an old man of 70 — 
whether they regarded the victim upon 
whom the crime was committed—he be­ 
lieved there were three children under the 
age of 12 years who had been so treated — 
or whether they looked at the circum­ 
stances under which the act was done, for 
there was one case in which a crime had 
been committed upon a girl who had hartily 
attained the age of puberty, aud accord­ 
ing to the evidence the prisoner charged — 
a mac—got the assistance of a boy of loto 
hold the hands of the victim. Sir John 
added that he did not know that thete 
could be foupd anywhere such a series 
of climes so black, and he did not be­ 
lieve there was any way of stopping a 
crime of this kind other than by bringing 
public opinion to bear against it, and by­ 
teaching everyone that it was not a light 
crime at all, hut that it was serious, both 
as regarded the moral offense and the in­ 
jury. In the subsequent proceedings all 
the prisoners were tound guilty, the sen­ 
tences ranging from one to twenty years. 
The old man got fifteen years. I have re­ 
frained hitherto from any allusion to the 
UNDERGROUND RAILWAY EXPLOSIONS, 
Moping that further investigation might 
give them a different aspect. The railway 
company, I know, would be glad to place 
the responsibility elsewhere than upon 
themselves, and 1 have been flittering my­ 
self as a member of the human family tbut 
perhaps, after all, this terriide affair was 
not a Fenian oulrage. But in clinging to 
such a hope, I must say, that I have been 
almost alone, for the general and over­ 
whelming verdict from first to last has 
been that the Irish are at the bottom of it. 
America, too, comes in for no small share 
of condemnation as the country under 
whose flag these horrible plols againet life 
are concocted. If the purpose v, as to alarm 
Londoners, it has certar ly been accom­ 
plished. Traffic or. the Underground fell 
off to an amazing ex-enfc for some days, 
and the most innocent went about in mor­ 
tal fear. Public confidence is by no means 
restored even yet. 
THE PANIC 
Into which the authorities were thrown 
can be imagined from two incidents. A 
discarded weight, such as is used in the 
construction of cranes, is f .uud in a pub­ 
lic thoroughfare, aud it is mistaken at once 
for a loaded shell ; and, again, a consign­ 
ment to Birmingham, from a colonial port, 
of some cases of goods known technically 
to the gun trade as " basils,” is seized by 
Customs officials, and theccuntrv is startled 
by the announcement that a lot of infernal 
machines have been captured. What we 
shall hear next I do not know, but I am 
sure the people are in a frame of mind to 
not be surprised at anything. Meanwhile, 
the cause of Ireland has received another 
backset, and the worst it has had for years. 
Not even the Phomix Park horror can 
match this latest development in the irri­ 
tation caused to the cation at large, for it 
is felt now that the enemy has no scruples, 
but would as readily wieak vengeance on 
the common masses as upon those who 
stand in high place and represent to him 
the hated authority of hia Butish rulers.

AN OLD «0LDIER3 STORY. 
An old soldier in Lewiston, Me., told the 
other evening a short story of the war. "I 
was taken prisoner,” said he, “ July 3d, at 
the battle of Gettysburg. The smoke of 
that battle shut in and the gray enveloped 
us, and when the night came I was a pris­ 
oner in the rebel ranks. July 4th they 
drew us up in line. There were 4 000 of 
us. At early morning the command was 
uiven that the line start for Richmond, 
Va.—the heart of rebeldom. We were all 
tired and thirsty and hungry, many of us 
were wounded, and it was under the hot 
Southern sky of midsummer. We marched 
from the field of Gettysburg that day to 
the banks of the Potomac—a long aud 
weary march. 
That night we settled 
down on the banks of the river. The river 
ran high, the bridge had been destroyed, 
and we waited for the arrival of the pon­ 
toons and the consequent transportation 
across. Everyone was hungry. 
“ I was hungrier than 1 ever was before, 
though not hungrier than I was subse- 
quentiy during the war. 
The word was 
scut in among ns announcing that there 
was nothing to eat ou this side of the 
river, but that rations would he distributed 
when we had crossed. We were kept two 
days on this aide of the river before a pas­ 
sage was made. Some of the men, as I 
well know, didn’t get a scrap of food for 
two days. 
Most of them, I know, were 
kept alive through hope, and all of us were 
premised a plenty of rations across the 
river. 
Some of the boys did ‘ cross the 
river ’ before the pontoons came, and num­ 
bers died along the shore. The hunger of 
the men was terrible. J r: member well on 
the aiterncon of the secoud day that a 
squad of officers with small bags of bis­ 
cuits came down among as and tossed bis- 
buits into the air for fun. Hats would go 
into the air, ami the men would tight each 
other for the bread like a parcel of wolves. 
It was one of the most startling sights that 
I remember in the war. 
" We got across the Potomac the second 
day in boats. The day was tremendously 
hot, and our ÜDe of men, as I well know, 
was very weak, and many of them badly 
wounded. When the ÜDe was drawn up 
across the river, the announcement came 
to us there was no supply of food, and that 
no rations could be distributed to us until 
the line reached Martinshurg. Martins- 
hurg was twelve miles distant, and so we 
marched twelve miles further. Tne peo­ 
ple of the town of Martinsburg were loyal 
people most'y. It was a loyal section, and 
the people had heard of our coming. The 
tires had been built, aud kitchen ovens had 
turned out loaves of breed in anticipation 
of the march of the Union prisoners 
through the town. 
"Just outride the thick cluster of houses 
the line was drawn together, f luards were 
placed along on both sides of the line, and 
we were to be prevented from making 
breaks from the ranks The line marche 1 
through the city. 1 well remember one 
house and one woman. I would know her 
if I should see her to-day anywhere. She 
lived in a house with a high pair of eteps 
leadiüg down into a front yard with thick 
trees and a high fence and gate. I saw her 
come down the steps into the yard. She 
had herarni8 full of loaves of bread. She 
looked the way I always thought Barbara 
Freitchie must have looked. She beck­ 
oned, and half a dozen of ns, getting a 
chance, made a break. We reached the 
fence, and she ehoved the bread over the 
gate. The rest of the boys couldn’t stand 
it, and a dizsn more made the break. The 
guards came along and cocked their mus­ 
kets. ‘Inio the ranks or we’ll shoot,’ said 
they, and the officer in command shouted, 
‘Don’t shoot them; shoot that d—d old 
woman,’ and the guard pointed his musket 
in her face and the crowd fell back. For 
reply, the loy al woman shoved another loaf 
of bread out through the gate. 
“ * Eat it, boys,’ said she, ‘ and may God 
bless you.’ 
“ And, sir, that woman never budged 
and never winked, and that guard took 
down his musket out of shame, and the 
Union boys gave a ehc-er for the woman 
and were driven back into the rauks. I 
don’t think I should have lived without 
that bread. 
“ Two miles beyond that we went into 
camp. A bubbling spring was right at our 
feet nlmrst, but on account of cur disobe­ 
dience we were not allowed to do so much 
as sup of it. The next morning we started 
again. They said they would give us ra­ 
ti m a at Bunker Hill. They marched us 
up to a nver and gave ns a couple of bis­ 
cuits apiece. Some of the boys I know 
had nut bad bread for three days. From 
there we went to Staunton, and from there 
in the cars to Richmond. I went into 
Libby l’nson, and from there to Belle Isle. 
I was there two months. One day I wan­ 
dered down to the gate. If there is any 
truth in the old saying that the darkest 
hour ia just before day, I ought to know it. 
I never feit worse. Tuey were calling the 
names of the prisoners exchanged. ‘Here,’ 
shouted I, and out I stepped into the ranks 
of the exchanged and the reading went on. 
I came out from Belle Isle into the ranks 
of the stars and stripes again. I was re­ 
taken, and went to Salisbury a short time 
after. 
I would like to know the man 
whose place I took, and whether he was 
dead or died. I only know that if I hadn't 
taken it no one else would ; how it came 
inio my head to answer to the name I have 
never been able to analyze.”—[Cleveland 
Herald.

Uranus can never see us at all, as it is 
1,753,000.000 miles from the sun. 
Tne temperature in Mercury is eupposed 
to be seven timns hotter than our torrid 
zone ; tnercf >re, if it is inhabited it must 
be by people very differently constituted 
from ourselves. 
It ia believed that Venus has an atmos­ 
phere much like ours, and mountain peaks 
five cr six times higher than Teneriffe, their 
sides bright with flowers, and birds of 
brilliant plumage. 
The moon never leaves our globe ; there­ 
fore it is called our satellite. Though to 
us it appears much larger than the stars, it 
is really smaller than any of them, hut 
much nearer to us. 
Astronomers have calculated that the 
mountains and extinct volcanoes in trie 
moon are higher than any on our earth. 
If there were any one oo the moon to see 
it, the earth would appear to them a mag­ 
nificent ball. The planets and sun would 
move behind it in brilliant succession. 
Oar globe appears to Mars as the morn­ 
ing and evening star.—[Norristown Her­ 
ald.

Oil IFJRNIA STUFFED SPIDERS. 
If there is any one feature for which 
southern California is especially noted it is 
her spiders. When it conies to a real live, 
energetic, ugly, vicious, poisonous spider! 
southern California can enter prize animals 
at any fair. The most precious trophies 
the tourists bear away from this coast are, 
in all probability, the neat cards decorated 
with these monsters of the insect world. 
Every one is familiar with the trap door 
and nest of this cunning bnt ugly creation, 
and of which strange little habitations 
every adobe ranch is full. So densely pop­ 
ulated with these beautifully lined tunnels 
are some of the sunny, quiet valleys among 
the foothills that close inspection will re­ 
veal their almost invisible trap-doors hardly 
a foot apart. Yet, in spite of this, hardly 
a living animal will bo seen. There is a 
legitimate demand for prepared specimens 
both at wholesale and retail. Wnen first 
brought in by the quick-eyed, dexterous 
young Spaniards who supply most of them, 
they are deprived of what life is left in 
their bodies by poisonous fumes or other 
application of poison. After the taxiderm­ 
ist has made sure they are quite dead a 
wise precaution—he outs them open ou the 
under side, and, removing the loose matter 
therefrom, carefully stuffs them with cot­ 
ton. This stuffing process is quite a deli­ 
cate operation, and requires no little nack 
to perform neatly and successfully without 
injuring the animal and bringing it back to 
its uor.nai shape aud size. A humming­ 
bird would seem to be about as small 
an object as could easily be put through 
this painstaking operation, let alone 
an insect even of the size of a tar­ 
antula. This having been completed, the 
spider is placed upon a board and properly 
held in position by pins, one through the 
body and one in each foot, and set in the 
sun to dry. The sale of them in this city 
Í9 carried on both at wholesale and retail, 
several parties here carrying on the busi­ 
ness. The retail price is 50 cents apiece, 
one merchant disposing of many dozen a 
year in that way. The wholesale opera­ 
tions are confined to supplying the natural 
history stores of San Francisco, which es­ 
tablishments pay §3 per dozen for well 
prepared specimens, the supply seeming to 
never crowd the demand. 
Hayward k 
Muzzall, of this city, who have dealt 
heavily in this branch of industry, have 
sold several hundred in a year aud charged 
for them 84 per dozen. Several men in 
Los Angeles also carry on the business, 
and one taxidermist in particular has made 
a very remunerative occupation of the 
preparation of cases containing nests so 
arranged as to give a full view of their in­ 
ternal structure, and in placing in natural 
position tarautu as and their young. Some 
of his work is very tine; one, indeed, was 
s >ld for 850 to the proprietor of a circus 
and menagerie, and is douhtiess now as­ 
tonishing the natives in diff. rent parts of 
the country. As, of course, is well known, 
these spiders are found within a wide ra­ 
dius west of the Rooky Mountains, hut 
ririz ni óni si n hern Cal lornia can claim 
the most bounteous supnly, and perhaps 
the bicg«st, ugliest individual specimens. 
In spite of their great numbers few in­ 
stances occur where people have been bit­ 
ten by them, and fatal effects have never 
come to the knowledge of th¡3 writer, the 
tarantulas generally being more anxious 
than the other party to get out of the 
way. H nee it is that the great precau­ 
tions taken by hunting and fishing parties 
to secure generous supplies of medicine 
against tarantula biteB is an unnecessary 
trouble.—[Santa Barbara Independent.

Hitherto the German has bean con­ 
sidered the ty pical bear-drinker, hat he ia 
a mere babo, with his 93 litera of beer per 
annum, compared to the Belgian, with his 
240 In Belgium there ia one public-house 
to every forty-four inhabitant?, and the 
money annually expender in these drink- 
ing-saop3 amount to 475 000,000 francs. 
During the las-, forty vor.ro there has been 
au enormous increase in crime throughout 
the country—an increase altogether out of 
proportion to the augmentation of the 
population. Forty years ago crimes of vio­ 
lence averaged alinnt 11.000 a year; now 
they have reached 30,000. In 1840 there 
were 204 suicides, and iu 1SS0 there were 
533. Tne English have been a hsr.l drink­ 
ing people in thiir time, and even now 
they probably drink more than is good for 
them ; but it may he doubted whether Ea- 
elaud at her tipsiest could have hasten the 
Belgian record. It is a little odd, in the 
face of these startling figures, that one sees 
so few drunken people ia the streets of 
Belgian towns.
